Delayed Justice Attrib- 


uted to Inefficient,

WASHINGTON, May 16—A 
study made for the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee has 
found “some rather disturbing 
conditions” in the administra- 
tion of the federal courts. 

A staff report on the study, 
made public today, concluded 
that “outmoded, inefficient and 
at times amateurish and wun- 
businesslike” practices are in 


good part responsible for de- 
lays in the courts. These were 
some of the findings: 

1. The 86 United States 
District Courts. vary greatly 
in efficiency,-and there is no 
method for exchange of 
techniques among them so as 
to improve the laggard 
courts. 

2. While some judges are 
overworked, “‘a small minori- 
ty” may be “soldiering.” Yet 
no system exists for 
reports on how judges spend 
their time. 

3. There is no organized 
scheme for sending judges 
with spare time to over- 
worked districts, the prob- 
lem being left to volunteer 
visits by judges. 

4. The administrative of- 
fice of the United States 
courts does not, as it is au- 
thorized to do, make periodic 
field checks of the conditions 
of dockets in the courts. 

5. Judicial councils in the. 
various circuits, which are 
supposed to supervise ad- 
ministration of the courts in 
the circuit, in practice do 
little or. nothing. “ 

Inadequate Control. 
“Notwithstanding the sound- 
ness or greatness of the federal 
judicial system in principle and 


the high percentage of capable | 


and dedicated judges,” the re- 
pott said, “Inadequate admin- 
istrative control and direction 
have seriously impaired the 
system’s effectiveness, and 
many of its operations have 
been wasteful of appropriated 
funds. 

“The judiciary, although pro- 
vided by Congress with self- 
governing administrative ma- 
chinery, has been slow and 
seemingly reluctant in putting 
into effect controls imposed by 
law and in facing realities as 
to the needs of present-day 
court administration.” 

The study was made by Paul 
J. Cotter of the Appropriations 
Committee staff. He visited 23 
district courts and six courts 
of appeals and interviewed 65 
federal judges. 

A main theme running 
through his report was the 
existence of “striking vari- 
ations” among courts and even 
among individual judges of the 
same court. He attributed this 
to the tradition of each judge 
running his own court without 
supervision. 

Example Cited. 

One example was the Dis- 
trict Court for Massachusetts, 
which has five judges. Theys 
use a so-called individual cal- 
endar system. Cases are par- 
celed out as they come in, one- 
fifth to each judge, and each 
has complete charge of the 
‘cases on his own calendar. 

The report said wide vari- 
ations among the five judges 
produced “a very inequitable 
situation for litigants.” One 
judge disposes of cases, on the 
average, in 11 months and has

4-HOLE-IN-HEART 
‘RUSSIAN GIRLS 
SAVED.BY BRITISH 


LONDON, May 16 (AP)—A 
team of British surgeons came 
back to London today after 
giving new hope to four little 
Russian girls by means of a 
new heart operation unknown 
to Soviet doctors. The British 
doctors said the Russians were 
delighted. 

In all four surgical cases, the 
team carried out delicate hole- 
in-the-heart operations, using 
a Br'tish-developed process. 

“We are weil pleased with 
the results,” said William 
Paton Cleland, leader of the 
British team. “We. hope this 
has opened up a new era of 
co-operation between the 
surgeons of both countries.” 

The Soviet medical profes- 
sion had puzzled over the cases 
of the four girls, aged between 
7 and 12. They were given no 
chance of reaching adulthood, 

But the British team used 
a machine which takes over 
the function of the heart and 
lungs in an operation. Dr. 
Denis Melrose, who developed 
it, was there to help. The ma- 
chine has been left in Moscow 
for the Russians to use. 


NO AMNESTY GRANTED AIR 
CADETS BY EISENHOWER 


COLORADO... SPRINGS, 
Colo., May 16 (AP)—President 
Eisenhower granted no am- 
nesty today on his visit to the 
Air Force Academy, although 
it is tradtiorn for a President to 
grant such a general pardon on 
a military academy visit to stu- 
dents under punishment at the 
time for infraction of cadet 
regulations.

Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union was ready to “undertake 
to guarantee the timely and 
unimpeded access of inspection 
groups to any region within 
the iet Union” to check on 
suspected nuclear weapons 
tests. 

But the Soviet leader was 
firm in insisting that Russia 
wants a limit placed on the 
number of inspections that 
would be carried out under any 
East-West agreement to pro- 
hibit nuclear tests.

The Eisenhower note of May 
5 to the Russian leader re- 
newed the President’s proposal 
of April 13 that as a first step 
toward a control agreement, 
the atomic powers of the world 
agree to cease immediately the 
testing of weapons up to an 
altitude of 30 miles. 

In the May 5 letter, however, 
Mr. Eisenhower expanded the 
position of this country to 
bring it apparently closer to 
the position of Russia. 

Ready to Discuss Matter. 

“We would welcome discus- 
sions of the feasibility at the 
present time of extending the 
first phase atmospheric agree- 
ment to higher altitudes, and 
our representatives in the pres- 
ent negotiations at Geneva are 
prepared to discuss the tech- 
nical means for controlling 
such an agreement,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower wrote on May 5. This 
letter was made public in 
Washington today. 

Late last summer the United 
States conducted “Operation 
Argus” in the Pacific, a test 
which involved the explosion 
of atomic bombs at altitudes 
of several hundred miles, 

(In Denver Colo., where he 
was spending the weekend, 
President Eisenhower regarded 
the latest communication from 
Khrushchev as an indication of 
“some readiness” on the part 
of Russia to negotiate an agree- 
ment leading to discontinuance 
of nuclear weapons tests. 

(The State Department sup- 
plied a translation of the 
Khrushchev letter to the chief 
executive this morning short- 
ly before he took off from 
Washington.

“The proposals of the West- 
ern powers contain some mat- 
ters which are worthy of exam- 
ination and which we shall not 
oppose. On the contrary, we 
shall be prepared to seek solu- 
tions at the round table.” 

The statement came as Sec- 
retary of State Christian Her- 
ter was reported to be planning 
to propose secret diplomacy for 
the next phase of the talks 
here. Herter has decided that

The 71-year-old former Sec- 
retary of State contracted pneu- 
monia a week ago after weeks 
of treatment for cancer that 
has spread through his body. 
He has been a patient at Wal- 
ter Reed Army hospital here 
since Feb. 12, except for a 
brief rest in Florida. 

The State Department, which 
yesterday reported a further 
decline in his condition, said 
today there was no further 
change. The department said 
medical bulletins will be issued 
only if Dulles’s condition 
changes. 

Three members of the family 
who live elsewhere were re- 
ported in the city today. They 
are a son, John Dulles, an en- 
gineer in Mexico City; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Robert Hinshaw, New 
York Cityf and a sister, Mrs. 
Margaret Edwards, Rye, N.Y. 

Other members of the fam- 
ily in addition to Mrs. Dulles 
are another son, Avery, a Jesuit 
priest; Dulles’s brother, Allen, 
head of the Central Intelfi- 
gence Agency; and his sister, 
Eleanor, a State Department 
specialist on Germany. 

Dulles’s cancer condition 
dates back to 1956, when he 
underwent surgery for a malig- 
nant growth in the colon, Last 
February Army doctors found 
the cancer had recurred when 
they operated on him for a 
hernia. 

In the following weeks, the 
Secretary was given massive 
radiation treatments with a 

jant X-ray machine and by in- 
éctions of radioactive gold. 

He left the hospital early in 
April for Florida, but the so- 
juen was cut short and he re- 
turned to the hospital April 12. 
Doctors then reported evidence 
the cancer had spread to his 
lower neck.

ATHEIST KHRUSHCHEV SAYS 
REDS RESPECT BELIEVERS 


MOSCOW, May 16-(UPD— 
Premier Khrushchev said to- 
day he is an atheist but denied 
the Soviet Union had ever 
“fought ideas or outlooks on a 
religious basis.” 

The religious issue was raised 
by an Indian in the audience 
at St.. Andrew’s Hall in the 
Kremlin. He said Khrushchev 
is not a religious believer and 
does not favor such believers. 

“You are a believer, I am an 
unbeliever,” Khrushchev said. 
“This would be correct. But 
the believers hold not to one 
religion in the world ...

them. We only engage in a 
struggle when religion is used 
to inflict damage on mankind.”

It was a one-cylinder model | 
with a crank on the side and 
cruised at 35 miles an hour. 
The two men wore white dust- 
ers and large white caps and 
attracted considerable attention 
on their trips. 

In a reminiscent interview in 
1923, Mr. Dyke recalled that in 
1900 there were only 35 “horse- | 
less carriages” in St. Louis. At 
that time, it had not been de- 
cided whether the main source 
,of automotive power would be 
gasoline, steam or electricity. 

One factor that hastened the 
dominance of gasoline was the 
float-feed carburetor developed 
by Mr. Dyke. A model of this 
device is in the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, D. C.

FORGETFUL BLOOD 
DONORS A PROBLEM 


Failure of some- volunteer 
blood donors-to kees appoint- 
ments for open heart surgical 
operations has caused serious 
problems for ‘the St. Louis 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, officials said yesterday. 

Donors are required to give 
their blood at a specified time 
pe only fresh blood can 

be used during surgery. It is 
used in the heart-lung machine, 
an apparatus that substitutes 
for the patient’s heart while 
the real heart is disconnected 
and opened. 

“We are having more and 
more trouble getting enough 
blood for the program,” said 
Mrs. Katherine W. Kruse, open 
heart surgery administrator at 
the Red Cross. 

“There is always the human 
element. People agree to give 
blood, and then they forget. 
That means we have to come 


up with a substitute at the last 


minute.” 

Looking around the chapter 
headquarters at 4901 Washing- 
ton boulevard, Mrs. Kruse 
said, “We’ve bled this building 
dry. That’s the only way to 
put it.” 


She explained that her co-' 


workers at the Red Cross are 
asked to fill in for forgetful | 
donors in a last-minute emer- | 
gency. Mrs. Kruse’s assistant, 
Miss Marilyn Ward, for exam- 
ple, is on call whenever Type | 
O positive, blood is needed in 
a hurry.

However, today’s report, 
pointing to past accomplish- 
ments in the field, declared: |. 

‘Even in recent decades, we 
have witnessed enormous ap- 
plication of discoveries erely 
incidental to research in ele-

The report’s only direct ref- 
erence to possible military ap- 
plications of stepped-up re- 
search in the atom -smasher 
field was made in connection 
with the proposal for the big 
linear reactor at Stanford. 

“Because of its dependence 
on advanced microwave tech- 
nology,” the report said, “this 
(Stanford) proposal should be 
of particular relevance to the 
interests of the Department of 
Defense.”* 

A spokesman for the Presi- 
dent’s Science Advisory Com- 
mittee told a reporter the 
statement meant that: A key 
part of the Stanford accelera- 
tor would be kylstron tubes 
which emit radiowaves of ex- 
tremely short wavelengths. In 
‘the accelerator, these tubes 
would be used to speed up 
electron bullets. But such tubes 
are also employed in military 
radar sets. Thus, the spokes- 
man said, use of such tubes 
in the proposed giant Stanford

Large Outlay Pointed Out. 

In setting the stage for its 
recommendations, the group of 
scientists said: 

“Experimentation in high 
energy physic# requires expen- 
sive devices to accelerate par- 
ticles to the desired energy, ex- 
pensive instruments to measure 
and control particles traveling 
at speeds approaching the vel- 
ocity of light (186,000 miles a 
second) and large numbers of 
scientific and technical per- 
sonnel. 

“Thus, not only the construc- 
tion of these high-energy 
physics accelerators, but also 
their utilization require the ex- 
penditure of large sums of 
money.” 

The report said the United 
. States now has 15 high-energy 
accelerators in operation with 
energies above 200 million 
electron volts—the biggest be- 
ing one having an energy of 6.2 
billion electron volts (BEV.). 
Four additional oneg$ are under 
construction, the most power-

ful being one of 25 to 30 BEV. 
Though the report was clear- 
ly made against a background 
of Russian advances in the 
science field, and Russian mili- 
tary might, it made only pas- 
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sing reference to Russia. 

This came in a recommenda- 
tion that the United States 
“encourage international col- 
laboration and co-operation in 
the planning and design of 
future (atom-smashing) ma- 
chines and the increased use 
of facilities.” 


Russia Said to Consider High- 
Energy Atom Smasher. 


Russia is reportedly consid- 
ering building an atom-smasher 
having somewhat higher energy 
than any now under construc- 
tion or proposed in this coun- 


try. 

But scientists familiar with 
United States work said today 
the two-mile-long device pro- 
posed for construction by Stan- 
ford University, though of 
lower energy than the one en- 
visioned by Russia, would out- 
strip such a‘device in over-all 
power. 

They told a reporter that the 
power of atom-smashers, energy 
—as expressed in electron volts 
—is only part of the story. You 
also have to consider the in- 
tensity of the atom-shattering 
beam of electrons or protons 
which the machine produces— 
that is, how many particles pass 
a given point in a given time. 

On the intensity score, they 
say, the proposed Stanford de- 
vice would far outstrip the So- 
viet concept, even at the pro- 
posed initial power.

Air of Harmony. 


In contrast to the political 
controversies over the atomic 
power program in past years, 
this year’s program was worked 
out in an air of harmony be- 
tween the commission and the 
committee and with little Dem- 
oecratic pressure for vastly ex- 
panded expenditures on nu- 
clear power development. 


Achievement of the compro- 
mise was a joint victory for 
McCone and Senator Clinton 
P. Anderson of New Mexico, 
chairman of the Joint Commit- 
tee. In private negotiations 
over the past few months, tie 
two have taken the leadership 
in drafting an -atomic power 
program acceptable to both 
sides. 

Several factors, personal as 
well as political, helped to pro- 
mote the compromise. Among 
these were: 

1. Bath sides were desir- 
ous of bringing political 
peace to the controversy- 
plagued atomic power pro- 
gram. In. this connection, 
there ‘were deliberate at- 
tempts on both sides to avoid, 
so far as possible, the under- 
lying and explosive issue of 
private vs. public power, 

2. An ‘evident feeling of 
mutual trust and confidence 

—which was lacking during 
the prior commission chair- 
manship of Lewis L. Strauss 
—developed between McCone 
and Senator Anderson,* as 
well as other committee 
members. This trust is re- 
flected in the fact that the 
committee is now willing to 
give -McCone his desired 
“flexibility” in deciding 
whether an atomic power 
plant will be built by private 
industry or by the Govern- 
ment. 

3. The basic philosophy of 
the Democratic leadership in 
Congress to amend Admin- 
istration programs sufficient- 
ly to demonstrate to congres- 
sional initiative but not so 
drastically as to provoke the 
charge of “spenders.” 

$49,500,000 Requested. 


The commission’s original 
program had requested $49,- 
500,000 for the civilian nuclear 
power program. This would 
have provided for construction 
of five prototype atomic power 
plants—either by the Govern- 
ment or by private industry 
with Government assistance. 


The subcommittee bill adds 
these three construction pro- 
jects: 

1. An advanced design 
power plant using nuclear 
superheat to raise the tem- 
perature and pressure of the 
steam. This 15,000-kilowatt 
plant would cost $11,000,000 
and be built either in co- 
operation with Puerto Rico 
or by the commission alone. 


2. An intermediate size pro- 

totype plant (30,000- to 75,- 
000-kilowatts) to be built by 
private industry with Gov- 
ernment research and de- 
velopment assistance. The 
bill provides $8,000,000 for 
Government assistance. 


3. Another intermediate 
size plant to be built for a 
rural co-operative or public 
power body by the commis- 
sion. For this project $10,- 
000,000 is authorized. 

$11,000,000 Added. 

The subcommittee made cuts 
and revisions in- the commis- 
sion’s original program so that 
the net effect of the subcom- 
mittee bill was to add about 
$11,000,000 in funds for the 
civilian nuclear power pro- 
gram. . 

Among the most significant 
cuts made by the subcommittee 
was reduction from $14,000,000 
to $7,000,000 for U. S. research 
assistance to the Euratom pow- 
er program in western Europe. 
The subcommittee had original- 
ly reduced this research assist- 
ance to $5,000,000 on. the 
ground that the Euratom pro- 
gram was falling behind sched- 
ule, but increased it to $7,000,- 
000 at the commission’s request. 


For V. Adm, Hyman G. Rick- 
over, the subcommittee added 
$18,500,000 to build a new type 
of naval propulsion plant orig- 
in@lly vetoed by the Adminis- 
trdtion. It also provided §$5,-

Of this Akins was to have 
received a total of $28,465.76, 
less $750, or 5 per cent tax 
which the state of Misouri 
levied against his television 
fee of $15,000. That left 
$27,715.76, but Uncle Sam 
filed a levy of $22,599 against 
Virgil’s share. 

The amount due the boxer 
was, of course, subject to 
payment to his co-managers, 
Eddie Yawitz and Bernie 
Glickman and to his trainer, 
Bill Farrell. 

After considerable nego- 
tiations, the Internal Reve- 
nue Department released the 
share of the managers and 
the “trainer, amounting to 
$15,243.67, and held $12,- 
472.09 of Virgil’s share. This 
left him still owing Uncle 
Sam $10,027.91 and, there- 
fore, having taken his lumps 
for nothing. 

Yawitz signed an agree- 
ment with Government offi- 
cials stipulating that he 
would guarantee to remit 50 
per cent of Akins’ future 
purses until the full federal 
amount is paid. , 

From the share of Akins 
managers, expenses for the 
Jordan bout had to be paid, 
expenses which included all 
training fees, pay to sparring 
partners, supplies, etc. 


The Tax Sto 

In January of 1958, Akins 
gave the Internal Revenue 
Department an estimate of 
his income for that year and 
paid an advance tax of $5800. 

Some important bouts and 
some big purses followed 
during the year, including 
fights with Tony De Marco, 
Isaac Logart, Vince Martinez, 
Charley Smith, Del Flanagan 
and Jordan. 

Akins end of these purses 


| amounted to $65,000, but he 


failed to pay tax when it 
was due despite urging by 
his managers to do so. 

He bought an expensive 
home for himself and fam- 
ily at No. 1 Windermere 
place. This, together with 
the expenses for rather large 


_ family obligations, ate up his 


earnings. 
That Akins was in finan- 


'-eial difficulties was a sur- 


prise to his friends, for he 
is known to have good per- 
sonal habits. He does not 
drink, smoke or gamble. But, 
it is reported, he is inclined 
to be overly generous with 
friends and relatives. 

Some of his acquaintances 
have declared that these 
money troubles had much to 
do with Akins losing his 
championship. They feel that 
if he had remained in his 
former home and had not 
been _bothered by money 
worries, he would not have 
lost to Jordan at Los An- 


geles. , 

That is, of course, purely 
conjecture, but it would seem 
that some _ arrangements 
should be made in the appli- 
eation of tax laws to boxers 
for a form of withholding 
tax, a less painful pay-as-you- 
go plan. 

The tax troubles of Joe 

Louis, Archie Moore, Carl 
(Bobo) Olson, Sugar Ray 
Robinson have been in the 
news for a considerable time 
and have pointed to the dif- 
ficulties. of boxers in meet- 
ing their obligations. 
. They do not have the ad- 
vantage of, say, operators of 
oil wells, who are allowed a 
percentage before taxation 
applies. Yet the earning 
power of a boxer is usually 
much shorter. A fighter has 
only a few years of peak in- 
come, but he is taxed on his 
big years as though he were 
to earn that much every year 
of his life. * 

Many other professional 
athletes and those in other 
lines of endeavor, of course, 
are in the same boat. And it 
would be very difficult to set 
up a special category for 
boxers, but it does seem that 
they are entitled to some tax 
relief.

Akins \is now hard pressed 
for money, but he has told 
Yawitz that he considers him-

Only $485,000 would be allo- 
cated for additions, repairs, re- 
placements and operations, in- 
stead of $3,800,000. A request 
for $2,000,000 for capital im- 
provements was voted down. 
Warning by Director. 
Conservation Director Towell 
issued a warning: The com- 
mission’s program, already cur- 
tailed by rising costs, would be 
wiped out; Missouri fishermen 
and hunters would lose public- 
use areas operating or planned, 
access points, community lakes 
and game refuges. 
Many other services, includ- 
ing forest fire control and 


drastically curtailed. 

Slashing the commission’s 
budget is not an economy fac- 
tor that would affect the state’s 
serious financial problems. 
Income received by the com- 
mission from hunting and fish- 
ing permits, special fees and 
federal sources are earmarked 
for wildlife purposes. It can- 
not be put into the general 
revenue fund or used other- 
wise, 

If funds set out in the com- 
mission’s finally-approved 
budget do not become avail- 
able from hunting and fishing 
permits and federal grants, the 
commission then can spend 
only what does become avail- 
able. There is no tapping of 
other state income. 

Some attorneys familiar with 
legislative processes contend 
submission of the Conservation 
Commission’s budget to the 
Missouri Assembly is only a 
courtesy and formality, since 
all of the commission’s income 
is designated by the State Con- 
stitution for a specific purpose. 

Previous Legislatures have 
approved the budget with little 
or no change. 

The commission’s requests 
for 1959-61 are now being con- 
sidered by a joint House-Sen- 
ate committee.

IN THIS EXTRAORDINARY SPRING, 
when supposedly the foreign ministers of 
Russia andthe three Western powers are 
trying to find a way to check the drift 
toward a nuclear holocaust, the face of 
Europe was never more brilliant, more 
gay, more outwardly peaceful. 

It is a paradox certain to puzzle his- 
torians of the future, if the civilization 
that we know survives, to write the his- 
tory of this strange era.

Industrially, the abundant power which 
could be produced at low cost in Alaska would 
open up a new frontier for aluminum and 
other light metals. The aluminum industry, 
which consumes very large quantities of 
power, looks for locations where electricity 
is available at a cost of 3 mills a kilowatt- 
hour or less. It has exhausted virtually all 
such ‘power sites in the United States and has 
turned to Canada. . 

For a long while, the industry has been in- 
terested in Alaskan power, huge quantities 
of which engineers estimate can be produced 


“for about 2 mills a kilowatt-hour. 


- Pulp and paper industries would be drawn 
to Alaska by the combination of ample low- 
cost power with its inexhaustible timber re- 


- sources. Without power tools, forests capable 


of a sustained yield of a billion board feet of 
lumber a year are going unused. They 
could supply a fourth of all the newsprint 
used in the United States in addition to other 
wood, pulp and paper products. . 

Meanwhile, Alaska’s rivers waste into the 
sea a force capable of generating a fifth as 
much electricity as was consumed in the en- 
tire United States in a recent year. 

Epitomizing the potential of the power- 
stunted new State is one particular power 
site on the Yukon to which Senator Gruening 
and the Senate committee have asked the 
Army Engineers to devote their attention.

Some 90 miles northwest of Fairbanks and 
400 miles north of Anchorage the Yukon, on 
its winding 1400-mile course across Alaska, 
enters a steep gorge called Rampart Canyon. 
There, a dam and power plant could generate 
as much hydro-electric power as five Hells 
Canyons—two and a half times as much as 
Grand Coulee, now the mightiest single hydro- 
electric plant in the United States—half. as 
much again as the entire TVA system, the 
largest power system in the world. It could 
produce that power, the Corps of Engineers 
estimates, for about 2 mills a kilowatt-hour. 

What plentiful, cheap electric power could 
do to bring undeveloped Alaska full-stature 
ought to fire the imagination of Americans. 

We sincerely trust that the development 
for which Senator Gruening has just begun 
the fight will engage the support of many 
others in Congress who, like himself, want 
the maximum utilization of our national 
resources to make the strongest and most pro- 
ductive possible America. 


Higher Prices on the Campus 


University presidents, chairmen of alumni 
drives and directors of foundations have 
given us no opportunity to forget the rising 
cost of education. Yet it remained for the 
Associated Collegiate Press to call attention 
to a not insignificant phase of the high cost 
of campus life. Pennants, fraternity paddles,

Five Years Ago Today 

Today is the fifth anniversary of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the public school 
desegregation case. It is an occasion that 
the Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, minister 
emeritus of New York’s Riverside Church, 
turns to excellent use in his letter on this 
page. Answering the continuing denuncia- 
tion of the Supreme Court by extremists, the 
pastor points out that far from departing from 
constitutional precedents, Chief Justice War- 
ren and the eight Associate Justices followed 
a line of decisions to an inevitable conclusion. 


In 1944, the Supreme Court decided unani- 
mously that the Railway Labor Act requires 
the union chosen as a collective bargaining 
agent to protect equally the interests of all 
members of the craft it represents. Two 
firemen had complained that the union and 
21 railroads had made an agreement to drive 
Negro firemen out of their jobs. Chief Jus- 
tice Stone, for all members of the Court, said 
that the union was obliged to represent all 
“without hostile discrimination.” 


In 1948, the Supreme Court unanimously 
outlawed a ruse by which white Southern 
Democrats sought to bar Negroes from pri- 
maries by operating them as private clubs 
outside the legal election machinery. The 
Court refused to review a lower court ruling 
that “no election machinery can be upheld 
if its purpose is to deny the Negro, on ac- 
count of his race an effective voice in the 
Government of his country, state or 
community.” : 

Also in 1948 came the unanimous Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma Law School decision. It held 
that Ada Luis Sipuel could not be denied ad- 
mission. Oklahoma was required, so the Jus- 
tices said unanimously, to provide equal legal 
education for her “as soon as it does for ap- 
plicants of any other group.” 

Other precedents leading to the public 
school desegregation decision could be cited 
over the 10-year span preceding it. These 
three are representative enough to show that 
had not the Supreme Court decided the way 
it did in 1954, it would have turned its back 
on a long series of unanimous decisions. In

Reply to Atomic Submarine? 


It has been the history of warfare that as 
soon as one weapon is developed a counter to 
it is sought and soon found. Club, slingshot, 
armor, gunpowder—so it began. With the 
advent of electronics and atoms the seesaw 


contest has been speeded. The atomic sub- 


marine, whose speed and ability to stay sub- 
merged for weeks have made it thus far close 
to invincible, is in the ascendancy. 

But now J. J. Cooper, a physicist of the U.S. 
Naval Development Center at Johnsville, Pa., 
tells us of a small five-pound sonar buoy 
which has been perfected. These listening 
posts, each with a 50-mile range, can be car- 
ried by the hundreds in a single plane. They 
should pair up nicely with the atomic depth 
charge which has a killing range of more than 
five square miles. 

So it appears the atomic submarine may be 
in serious danger even before it acquires the 
Polaris ballistic missile of which so much is 
expected.

Brighter Outlook on Tests 


Now that West and East have placed their 
radically different proposals on Germany and 
European security before the foreign minis- 
ters’ conference at Geneva, it is good news 
indeed that the prospects of an agreement to 


suspend nuclear testing have taken a sudden | 


turn for the better. 

The yawning gulf that divides the two plans 
for a German settlement emphasizes that any 
agreement in this realm will come very hard. 
But developments on the nuclear-testing front 
enable Genéva observers to hope that even 
though the official purpose of this summer’s 
negotiations may not be accomplished, a test- 
suspension agreement could rescue them from 


futility. 


The Russians have agreed to recess the 
nuclear talks while the others are going on, 
and the foreign ministers themselves have 
discussed the nuclear issue. Western diplo- 
mats describe as “relatively bright” the out- 
look for an agreement based on the Magmil- 


lan proposal for a fixed number of interna- — 


tional inspections each year. Scientific ex- 
perts are to study the problems of such in- 
spection while the nuclear talks are in recess. 

Certainly a test-suspension pact would be 
ample reward for a foreign ministers’ and 
summit conference this year, and we hope 
every effort will be made to accomplish it. 
At the same time we believe some extra ef- 
fort on the diplomatic issues could accomplish 
something there as well. It is not at un- 
reasonable to hope that hard, serious negotia- 
tion’could produce: | 

(1) A new agreement on Berlin, bringing 


the U.N. into the situation and guaranteeing 


Western access; 

(2) Agreement on an arms-limitation zone 
in central Europe under international inspec- 
tion; and 

(3) A nuclear test suspension pact under 
inspection. . 

If the negotiators by the end of this sum- 
mer could offer those three gains to the world, 
they would have done a great summer’s work.

FIRST IMPRESSIONS of “Prov- 
idence Island,” a novel by Jacquetta 
Hawkes, bring up recollections of Sam- 
uel Butler’s “Erewhon” and W. H. Hud- 
son’s “Green Mansions.” In other words, 
it leads one to a kind of Utopia in which 
reason and beauty are the accepted 
guides to life and “progress” has been 
deliberately avoided except in the 
realm of the mind. 


The difference between this novel, 
however, and its many predecessors 
dealing with the carefree natives of a 
remote island Paradise, is more impor- 
tanf than its similarity. Though it is 
rich in atmosphere and offers a story 
line that should entertain the most cas- 
ual reader, it is a timely criticism of 
modern society and the aspirations of 
mankind’s most energetic leaders. 

The narrative begins in Oxford when 
Sam Roberts, an amateur archaeologist, 
shows a collection of flint arrowheads to 
his friend Professor Pennycuick who 
identifies them as artifacts of the Upper 
Paleolithic culture which would make 
them about 12,000 years old. What gives 
them a startling significance is that they 
were found on a Pacific island by an 
American flyer who gave them to Rob- 
erts; and the Upper Paleolithic tribes 
had never wandered beyond Western 
Europe so far as anybody knew. 

Two specialists—Professor John Lynd 
and Professor Alice Cutter— are then 
brought in and though they doubt that 
the artifacts could have been found in 
the Pacific they are tantalized by the 
remote possibility that they might have 


been. 

AS A RESULT of this meeting Prof.

A Welsh Thomas Hardy?

THE WELSH, who are a very touchy 
people, have long complained that no 
writer has really done them justice. 
They naturally hated their own Cara- 
doc Evans; for his pictures of them 
were anythgng but flattering. It seemed 
that writers went to either this ex- 
treme, steeping their pages in Stygian 
gloom, or to the other, indulging in sen- 
timental romance about a land with a 
past but mo present. And then came 
Richard Llewellyn with his lyrical mas- 
terpiece “How Green Was My Valley” 
(1939), and I think even the Welsh for 
the time being were satisfied. 

But their own Thomas Hardy was still 
to be found. And perhaps the most sig- 
nificant thing that can be said about 
this novel by a new writer (it is his 
second but the first to be published in 
the United States) is that its author 
may prove to be what they are looking 
for. For it has the authentic touch of 
greatness. It is a magnificent book, 
pulsing with life, portraying the people 
of that land with a loving and under- 
standing mind. Its view is completely 
realistic but at the same time it is 
warmly sympathetic. 

The very feel, smell, taste and sound 
of Wales are in every line of “The Rape 
of the Fair Country.” While Mr. Cor- 
dell does not claim to be Welsh he has 
lived there for 20 years and he has come 
to consider himself more Welsh than 
English. He knows their history and 
customs, and he has certainly succeeded 
in putting the lilt of their speech into 
every spoken word of the book. 

The scene is laid where he lives, in 
that corner of South Wales where the 
steel industry took root and changed the 
very face of the country and the lives 
of everyone in it. Mr. Cordell could 
have called fis book “How Green Was 
My Valley,” had not Richard Llewellyn 
used that apt title first. 2 


THE STORY CHRONICLES the

Why Men Love Danger 


THE SPRINGS OF ADVENTURE, by 
Wilfrid Noyce. (World Publishing

WE ALL KNOW that men seek ad- 
venture—in the desert and in the air, 
on and under the sea, in caves and on 
mountains, along mighty rivers and in 


sucking swamps, amidst polar ice and 


tropical jungles. But why? 
Apparently some men seek adventure 


as a Way t» %@; for them, no hazard 
is too ho: *, Others seem to pur- 
sue it as a. of religious experience; 


they achieve rapture—come closer to 
God that way. Still others are scien- 
tific in spirit; their risks shall pay off 
in new knowledge. And there are always 
those for whom adventure spells the 
profoundly esthetic—the actyal rever- 
ence-striking unbe'ievable auty of 
place or the joyful completion of ae 
complishment, the unveiling of mystery. 

Wilfrid Noyce writes of the springs of 
adventure as one of the Elect; his cer- 
dentials are A-1. Before he was 20, he 
was a superlative rock-climber. Now 
42, and—as was that other great “Ever- 
ester,” George Mallory—a master at 
Charterhouse School, he moves with

The Pulse Takers 


_ Packard Does Not Horrify 


THE STATUS-SEEKERS, by Vance Packard. (David MeKay 
Co., 376 pgs., $4.50.)

VANCE PACKARD’S NEW BOOK is a continua- 
tion of interests visible in his study of Madison avenue, 
“Thé Hidden Persuaders.” It is, like that other book, mod- 
erately horrendous. On the basis of elaborate personal in- 
vestigation and extensive use of other studies of “Elmtown” 
and “Georgia Town” and similar “masked” cities, Mr. Pack- 
ard tells us the bad news about American society, about us. 

Optimistic comment to“the contrary, we are not moving 
out beyond prejudice and discriminatory class structure just 


because the wide financial gaps between poor and rich are, 


narrowing. The mass-produced amusements and pseudo- 
necessities may be shared by high and low but—Mr. Packard’s 
account—the well-to-do and the educated have found other 
ways to draw painful, unjust social lines. Now that every- 
one—or almost everyone—can afford upswept tailfins and 
color TV, more subtle ways of establishing and maintaining 
status are being enforced. 

The college diploma, the Episcopal Church, the ex- 
clusive country club, and the still more exclusive city club 
announce one’s membership in the two top levels that 
“count.” Antiques or family portraits (real or phoney) keep 
the impecunious white-collar man and the prosperous blue- 
collar foreman and technician at proper distance. Inherited 
positions in the managerial structure are more frequent 
now than they were in earlier ages of opportunity. 

Mr. Packard does not mention the Robber Barons—the 
old liberal betes noires—at any time, and his whole discus- 
sion is suffused with a nostalgia for good old days that 
actually were far from good. Indeed, after his looks at the 
new suburbs, Packard seems to sigh for the good old front 
porches with their festoons of gingerbread and their sagging 
hammocks. Then, at least, society was human, honest, and 
very, very personal. 


ALL OF THIS CONFUSION SUGGESTS that the 


time has come for someone to write a book called “The 


Pulse-takers.” Ever since “The Lonely Crowd” and “The 
Organization Man’”—books superior in wit and style to Mr. 
Packard’s study—the American reader has been spectacularly 
bombarded by factually based studies that let him in on some 
new aspect of the de-individualizing horror of American civili- 
zation. And that reader is invited to be—if not holier-than- 
thou—at least as holy as the self-righteous social analyst. 
It could be pointed out that everything—or nearly 
everything—in all these books is true. It would, however, 
have to be pointed out that the books are now, in their 


cumulative account of the moral and social health of our h (. e 
country, simply not true. This is so on two counts. rire | OUG oins 


a thorough-going general account of our conditioned society 
naturally misses the many little—but collectively great— 
areas where we are not conditioned, where we have some 
kind of chance at self-mastery and self-direction. Second— 
and a more subtle ailment of many of these books—the in- 
fluence of the moral body-temperature of men like Mr. 
Packard on the phenomena they observe is not patent; but 
it is pervasive. As a collector of revealing data, Mr. Packard 
is impressive; but when the cards are down and he has to 
interpret them, he is shallow. 

In short, who has as yet taken the pulse of the men 
who are taking our social, several pulses? The answer is: 
no one. And until that is done, the degree of truth in books 
like “The Insolent Chariots,” “The Exurbanites,” and (indeed) 
“The Status-Seekers” cannot be estimated; nor can we de- 
cide just how much such books enlighten us.

IN THE BEGINNING they were called “Galahad.” 
That was in 1943 when the War Department sent out a far 
reaching call for volunteers “for a dangerous and hazardous 
mission.” After the 3000 volunteers had been assembled in 
India they were given the official designation of 5307th 
Composite Unit (Provisional). (Later, when the “Unit” was 
surrounded by the Japanese on a remote hill in the Burma 
jungle, a private plaintively and profanely wanted to know 
where the other 5306 units were.) 

In the meantime a news correspondent had rechristenc4 
the organization “Merrill’s Marauders.” Under this name the 
unit won its fame. But the present author, for reasons which 
can be deduced from his narrative, prefers to call it simply 
“The Marauders.” Unfortunately the volunteers so variously 
named were given but little time and opportunity to organize 
and prepare themselves for their task. Destined from the 
start for jungle warfare the only training vouchsafed them 
was a few weeks on the treeless plains of India while higher 
headquarters wrangled over whether they were to fight under 
British or American control. This question having been de- 
cided in favor of Gen. Joseph J. Stilwell, the Marauders 
reached Ledo early in 1944 and began the 600 miles of jungle 
marching and fighting which eventually was to break the 
Japanese hold on North Burma and reopen land communica- 
tion with China. 


WITH SKILL AND INSIGHT Chariton Ogburn, Jr., 
who served with the Marauders as a lieutenant in command 
of a signal platoon, tells the harrowing, heroic story of the 
first American combat ground force to fight in Asia in World 
War II, Any soldier who has known combat, especially hidden 
combat in tropical jungles, will understand the author when 
he says: 

“The major enemy was not the Japanese themselves but 
your own apprehension. Not just when it happeted, but a 
hundred times a day, you lived in anticipation through the 
sudden pup-pup-pup ... . pup-pup-pup-pup of a machine gun 
opening up on the column. | 

“Not to know from one instant to the next, week after week, 
when the silence would explode around you created a suspense 
difficult to describe. It ironed out all individual differences, 
and everyone’in that heterogenous organization looked alike. 
All faces—uniform in their.emaciation to begin with—wore 
habitually the same expression of furtive intentness, sharp 
with effort to exercise a sixth sense. 

“Maybe some kinds of danger are stimulating and en- 
nobling, but if so this was not one of them... . Worst of all 
perhaps was the way you came to see yourself, as a prey to 
apprehension much as if you were pursued by guilt.” 

When fear subsided other enemies took over; hunger and 
disease. Supplied by air drop, when the weather and the 
Japanese permitted, the Marauders, according to the author, 
knew only two states: “when we felt unfed and when we were 
unfed.” But in the end it was the amoebas, bacteria and viruses 
which sapped their strength and undermined their fighting 
powers—plus the fact they had been fighting béhind enemy 
lines for more than six months although experts considered 
three months the limit of human endurance. So thoroughly 
exhausted were those who survived that during a final action 
near Myitkyina several men fell asleep in the midst of the 
fight and a battalion commander lost consciousness three 
times while attempting to direct the attack, 


WHILE HE MARCHED AND FOUGHT with the 
Marauders the author was not oblivious to the attitudes of 
the other soldiers—friend and foe—who shared the fortunes 
of jungle warfare, “In the similarity of their ordeal,” he 
writes, “and in the pitiful sense of duty or, equally pitiful, 
acceptance of the lack of an alternative, that drove them on 
there was little to distinguish among the nationalitiés as- 
sembled in that unlikely theater: Japanese, Indians, Gurkhas, 
British, East and West Africans, Chinese and Americans.” 
This is a completely honest book; a highly informative 
evaluation of the American fighting man. It should be read, 
if for no other reason, as an antidote to the neurotic fiction

Men in Both Fields Consider Their Diverse Roles 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE IDEA THAT art and sci- 
ence aré not poles apart, after all, but 
instead offer “parallel routes in the 
search for truth,” was broached at the 
recent American Federation of Arts 
meeting at Washington, D.C. 

The non-profit A.F.A. takes in the 
broadest range of the numerous major 
art groups in the country. Its members 
include artists, museum and gallery 
people, art colleetors and people who 
just enjoy the general excitement of art 
activities. The Federation meetings, 
every other year, usually make news, for 
they encourage uninhibited discussion of 
controversial topics by strong-minded 
authorities. 

In this, the organization’s fiftieth an- 
niversary year, it looks back on a half- 
century in which both art and science 
have ‘undergone awesome developments. 
A number of speakers were called in to 
consider these within the theme, “Art 
in ah Age of Science,” and to suggest 


/“the special contribution which art can 


make in our scientifically oriented cul- 
ture.” 

The first team: Dr. George R. Harri- 
son, dean of the School of Science at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology; Naum Gabo, constructivist sculp- 
tor; Salvador de Madariaga, critic, phi- 
losopher, author and statesman, and cur- 
rently a visiting professor at the Insti- 
tute of Contemporary Arts in Washing- 
ton. 


ON BEHALF OF science, Harrison 
offered, in effect, to-meet art halfway. 
Harrison, the inventor of such arcane 
devices as the Winmac Computer and 
the spectroscopic interval sorter, and 
the compiler of the M.I.T. Wavelength 
Tables, said that perception of order in 
the midst of apparent chaos gives the 
scientists an “esthetic satisfaction akin 
to that reached by the poet or the 
painter.” He is guided, as they are, by 
appreciation of harmony, symmetry and 
other artistic values. 

The discipline of logic, he said, con- 
trele-the activity of the scientists, but so 
does the discipline of marble or canvas 
confine the artist. He recalled that Ein- 
stein had said that the development of 
his special and general theories of rela-

tivity were based principally on esthetic 
considerations. The main difference be- 
tween artist and scientist, Harrison said, 
is in the artist’s injecting his personality 
into his artistry, and the scientist’s 
minimizing this. 


Naum Gabo took the podium, a rather 
short man with tousled fron-gray hair, 
wearing a rumpled suit and packing a 
sharp bite. 


“What does it mean that we artists 

should come here en masse to consider 
what art should do in that so-called 
Age of Science?” Gabo wanted to know. 
“What are we supposed to do? Do we 
have to join the ranks of the scientists, 
to keep pace with their regiments—by 
now legions—or are we supposed to 
jump on their bandwagon before it is 
too late? Since when has art become 
that pedestrian who has to thumb a ride 
with the passing cavalcade of Cadillacs 
on their highways of culture? 
**‘] AM GETTING BORED with 
telling people that my sculptures are 
not mathematical formulas, and insist- 
ing that I can jolly well use a rectangle 
or a circle whenever I need that shape 
in my image without paying toll and. 
tribute to the scientist for it. an- 
cestors, the artists in the caves, saw the 
sun and the moon long before the scien. 
tist has made a compass to draw a circle 
and calculate fits measurements, So 
there! What is all the fuss about sci- 
ence?” 

Gabo was born in Gentil Russia in 
1890. His brother is the sculptor, Anton 
Pevsner (Gabo changed his name to 
avoid confusion.) Together, they origi- 
nated the abstract style in which volume 
and mass are replaced, by depth and 
space, building plastics, welded metal, 
wire and thread into mechanistic shapes. 
Gabo studied physics and civil engineer- 
ing, then art. He now lives in Connecti- 
cut. 


Science, said Gabo, is a product of 
man’s consciousness, but, “Who is the 
scientist? The man who draws blue- 
prints for an airpla which another 
man has calculated? I think the answer 
will be no. It is the man in whose 
consciousness the idea has been trans- 
formed into an image of the physical 
object of an airplane. Should we not 
include that anonymous poet who creat- 


‘ed the myth about Daedalus and Icarus? 


Or perhaps the man who told us about 
angels in the image of man? Surely in 
that myth there is also the idea of 
flying man.” 

Gabo said that art is “the specific 
and exclusive faculty of man’s conscious- 
ness to conceive and represent the world 
externa] to him and within him in form 
and by means of artfully constructed 
images—conceptions. .. . These are the 
very essence of the reality of the world 
which we all are searching for. All the 
other constructions of our conscious- 
ness, be they scientific, philosophic or 
technical, are but arts disguised in the 
specific form peculiar to their particular 
disciplines.” 

His distinction between artist and 
scientist was that the scientist observes 
the world as an outsider, the artist 
lives it—he is one with his experiences, 
and his art is the images of his experi- 
ences. There are no limits to human 
consciousness, and there are no bound- 
aries to our experience, 


DE MADARIAGA, who has written 
books in three languages, translated 
“Hamlet” into Spanish verse and per- 
formed other formidable feats of schol- 
arship, looks as distinguished as he is. 
His shock of white hair has receded 


somewhat from a brow of noble pro- ~ 


portions. His face is finely modelled. He 
was born in Spain in 1886, and he, too, 
began professional life as an engineer. 
De Madariaga speaks impeccable Eng- 
lish without a trace of accent. 

Nature is the only real unity, he said, 
and everything else, including art and 
science, are perspectives through which 
we look at nature. 

The tradition and record of civiliza- 
tion have given style to the artists and a 
framework of data to the scientists, each 
civilization imposing certain limits ac- 
cording to its geography and its place 
in history. Now man is evolving into 
a new period in which the limitations 
of time and space tend to disappear. 


‘**FOR THE FIRST TIME,’ said 
De Madariaga, “man feels inserted in a 
universal community. The clan, the na- . 
tion, the language, the religion, the con- 
tinent, still exert their influence and 
qualify the human societies (but) in the 
end the community which acts as the 
final frame of reference for our arts and 
sciences is henceforth the human com- 
munity over the whole earth. Modern 
man has become a world citizen.” 

Yet, he added, just as modern man 
stands at the threshold of what we 
might expect to be “a truly magnificent 
era, when the arts will blossom with 
incomparable splendor out of a univer- 
sal awareness,” earthian society is 
gravely compromised by the greatest 
schism in human history. 

“Until this schism has been resolved 
in the only way it can be, by the final 
defeat of Communism, the world of 
men will not be able to benefit by the 
universal trend of our age. While Com-. 
munism lasts, the arts and sciences will 
be distorted to suit the cast iron shapes 
molded by the inquisitors, We shall 
never reach the day of our true illumi- 
nation until the Vavilovs and the Paster- 
naks who now, unknown to us, live and 
die gagged, can create in as much free- 
dom as we enjoy.”

Electronic and Computer Music: 
Tape and “Music-Writer” Will Extend Composer’s Range

“ELECTRONIC MUSIC” is at- 
tracting the attention of more and more 
composers both here and abroad. This 
is a new kind of music because in its 
fabrication—its “composition” or “per- 
formance’—electronic means are used 
to build the musical structure. Such a 
sound structure can be strikingly dif- 
ferent from conventional ones. 

Some composers are intrigued by the 
thought that now, for the first time, 
they can realize their musical concepts 
from start to finish, short of “perform- 
ance.” So their relationship to their 
work can be more nearly like that of, 
gay, a painter or sculptor. 

Probably no serious composer be- 
Heves electronic music represents a 
threat to more traditional music and 
that it will displace performed music. 
The new form will exist side by side, 
and even sometimes in combination, 
with older types of music. 

It is convenient to distinguish two 
types of electronic music. The first is 

“electronic music” proper, often called 
“tape music,” which is concerned prin- 
cipally with sound synthesis. The pri- 
mary instrument for producing this 
music is the ordinary magnetic tape 
recorder. When it was introduced im- 
mediately following World War II, cer- 
tain composers recognized its capacity 
for transforming sounds ery on ~— 
Magnetic ta can be speeded up an 
slowed gg sete in pitch, played 
backwards, edited and spliced. In addi- 
tion, relatively simple electronic circuits 
uséd in conjunction with several tape 
recorders can furnish synthetic rever- 
beration and can combine, permute and 
transform sounds.

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Webern style. More flexible composers 
of electronic music use both synthetic 
and natural sounds. 


This includes the best-known com- 
posers of electronic music in this 
country, Vladimir Ussachevsky and Otto 
Luening, both of Columbia University, 
who recently received a Rockefeller 
Foundation grant to set up the first com- 
prehensive electronic music studio in 
this country. 


A potentially important development 
is the “RCA Electronic Music Synthe- 
sizer,” constructed by °*Harry Olson. 
This elaborate assembly synthesizes 
sounds in response to - coded input 
instructions on punched tape. The 
machine produces virtually all the 
sounds obtainable through tape manipu- 
lation and many more besides. Milton 
Babbitt, of Princeton University, who 
was a guest lecturer at Washington Uni- 
versity last month, is exploring ‘the 
possibilities of the instrument for seri- 
ous composition. 


THE SECOND BASIC TYPE 
of electronic music I shall call “com- 
puter music.” Here composition itself 
—selection of notes, rhythm, sounds, 
etc.—is carried out with the assistance 
of an automatic high-speed electronic 
digital computer. Processes of compo- 
sition are examined so that the logic of 
musical thought can be studied in 
mathematical terms. Both. traditional 
and experimental musical structures 
(but not, so far, actual sounds) can be 
made with a computer guided by input 
instructions. However, this is no dis- 
placement of “creative composition.” 
The machines do not “think,” for they 
merely produce and process informa- 

which, in this instance, consists of 
various musical elements. . 


Thus far, the most extensive studies 
of computer music have been made at 
the University of Illinois by myself 
in collaboration with other interested 
musicians. The earliest complete set 
of experiments resulted in a four- 
movement composition titled “TIlliac 
Suite for String Quartet,” named after 
the university computer and “composed” 
by Leonard Isqacson and myself. This 
kind of electronic music is intended 
for live performance. 

Last year we introduced a course in 
the university School of Music in which 
study of electronic music techniques is

open to graduate students taking work 
in composition. This is combined with 
study of relevant topics in musical 
acoustics and communication theory. 
As far as I know, it is the first such 
course offered academically in this 
country. 

WE ARE ALSO setting up a 
small studio for producing electronic 
tape music. Several student composers 
are already working on tape composi- 
tions, and this spring I put together a 
20-minute electronic score for an ex- 
perimental play produced by the uni- 
versity Theater Workshop titled “Blue 
Is the Antecedent of It,” written by 
Jack Leckel, a graduate student in thea- 
ter. Electronic tape music perhaps is 
best employed in connection with 
theater and dance, if it is to be used 
in the audience situation. This public 
situation is fundamentally different 
from that in the home, where one ac- 
cepts the loudspeaker as a sufficient 
sound source. 

Several students, including Robert 
Baker, a recent graduate of Washington 
University, are working with me to pro- 
duce additional computer compositions. 
With reasonable luck we hope to have 
a second “‘Illiac Suite” completed in the 


next year or so that will contain more 


complex music than the earlier suite. 

One last point deserves mention. A 
computer is potentially useful in prac- 
tical applications such as producing 
written musical scores. Consequently, 
Thomas Binkley, a graduate student in 
musicology, and myself are working 
with Cecil Effinger of the University of 
Colorado to produce an electrified 
“Music-Writer,” which will ‘type music 
in response to coded tape prepared by 
the Illiac. 

We hope the Illiac eventually will 
perform such burdensome tasks as musi- 


_ eal transposition, extraction of perform- 


ance parts from composers’ scores, 
transcribing old music into modern 
notation, design of page format and 
finally, typing the actual musical score. 
The composer today has to handle all 
these and fhany related problems by 
inefficient hand methods which consume 
much of his time, and money, when he 
has it. 6

THE PERFORMANCE OF PUCCINI'S “Madame 
Butterfly” Wednesday evening at 8:30 in the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House will revive a kind of opera in St. Louis that 
had varying success here previously. This puts an “opera 
star,” which Wednesday will be Licia Albanese, Metropoli- 
tan Opera soprano, with singers and orchestra drawn from 
the St. Louis area. 

With that modus operandi the St. Louis Grand Opera Asso- 
ciation got off to a good start some 20 years ago, but World 
War II put an end to the company. The sponsoring group for 
“Madame Butterfly” is the Civic Opera Association, which 
plans a series of operas from the standard repertory. An 
unidentified St. Louisan is subsidizing the production, 


OTHER PRINCIPALS will be Gerald Landon, tenor, as 
Pinkerton; Jeannette Willy, mezzo-soprano, as Suzuki; Mel 
Rosen, baritone, as Sharpless, and Gay Arnoldi, soprano, as 
Kate Pinkerton.

Even so, the music is full of grace, joy and delicate pathos;

NATHAN MILSTEIN’S recording of two minor works, 
the violin concertos by Dvorak and Glazounow, are more 
than justified by his compelling beauty of tone and stylistic 
finish.

MIKLOS ROZSA, a Hungarian composer now living in 
Hollywood, conducts three of his own works in a new re- 
cording made by the Vienna State Opera Orchestra. These 
works, the Concerto for String Orchestra, Opus 17; the 
“Kaleidoscope,” Op. 19-a and the Variations on a Hungarian 
Peasant Song for Violin and Orchestra, are strongly Central 
European in character and bold in their use of harmonies 
without going outside the framework of tonality. Rozsa’s 
command of the orchestral medium is shown in the variety 
of devices he employs. Though not melodically sterile, as are 
sO many contemporary works, these three piecés are more 
impressive for their vigor and color than for their lyrical 
character.

* University of California. 

The world’s largest operating 
accelerator is a 10,000,000,000- 
electron-volt machine in Rus- 
sia, the AEC said. 

Two 25- to 30,000,000,000- 
electron-volt accelerators are 
under construction, one at 
Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory, Upton, L. I., and the other 
at Geneva under the auspices 
of the European Organization 
for Nuclear Research. 

These machines in being or 
under construction are of the 
circular type of accelerator, 
commonly called cyclotrons. 

A linear accelerator is a 
long tank-like affair. Inside is 
a battery of tube-like sections, 
separated by small gaps. These

Two Parallel Tunnels. 
By United Press International. 

The entire apparatus would 
be enclosed in two parallel tun- 
nels burrowing under the roll- 
ing foothills in back of Stan- 
ford’s 9000-acre campus.

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Miami's New International Airport 


MIAMI, Fla.— The nation’s 
newest airport terminal has 
opened for business. Twenty- 
nine scheduled airlines have 
moved out of their old quarters 
across the field and into the 
new terminal at Twentieth 
street. 

Two and a half years under 
construction, the new terminal 
is four city blocks long. Ticket 
counters stretch along the en- 
tire length of the terminal. 
Radiating from this main build- 
ing to the loading areas are 
five finger ramps with 74 gate 
positions, All walkways are 
covered, including those ex- 
tending from the front of the 
= capa to a 6000-car parking 
ot

To simplify and speed move- 
ment of passengers and lug- 
gage, the terminal and its 
finger ramps are constructed 
on two levels. The lower is for 
arriving passengers and the up- 
per for departing passengers. 

A futuristic style mile-long, 
elevated ramp swings in an 
arc along the terminal’s upper 
level entrances. Motorists drive 
up this ramp to the entrances, 
deposit passengers and baggage, 
then continue down the ramp 
to the 6000-car parking lot. 

There are two dining rooms, 
four coffee shops and four 
cocktail lounges. The main din- 
ing room, done in a Polynesian 
motif, seats 200 persons. The

Predictions of disaster made

It is a valuable and prized 
source of income to a govern- 
ment struggling with a shaky 
economy and a depreciated 
eurrency to carry out a pro- 
gram of social welfare. 

The canal authority, operated 
as if it were a private industry, 
last year turned over a “divi- 
dend” of $15,000,000 to the 
government. Younes says this 
equals the average good year 
under British ownership, 

Many of the operating per- 
sonnel, in fact, served under 
the British.

“They were unfaithful to 
their profession when they let 
politics interfere with duty,” 
said Younes.

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REACTION OF WAX 
N MILK CARTONS 


NEW YORK, May 16 (UPI)— 
In analyzing some of the dairy 
waxes whicn are used to coat 
milk cartons, three scientists 
found just a trace—say, one 
part per million—of 1, 2, 5, 6- 
dibenzanthracene in one of 
them. 

That would be of interest 
only to chemists were it not 
that this chemical compound is 
one of the polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons which are cancer- 
causing agents, 

Even so, the discovery still 
would be rather academic if the 
waxes were stable in the pres- 
ence of milk. But the scientists 
showed milk has a chemical 
property heretofore unknown. 
It‘can “wash” aromatic hydro- 
carbons out of waxes. 


‘Drs, Hans L. Falk, Paul 
Kotin, and Adele Miller of the 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles, operate 
under grants of the National 
Cancer Institute and the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society and are 
interested in detecting any 
polycyclic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons circulating among people. 

No one would knowingly per- 
mit such a circulation, of 
course, but they are extremely 
subtle chemicals and are to be 
found in many strange places 
in our highly chemicalized 
everyday existence: For in- 
stance, anything derived from 
petroleum can contain them. 

The scientists began their 
experiments by showing that 
proteins in a watery solution 
“washed” these polycyclic aro- 
matic hydrocarbons from par- 
ticles of soot. This was surpris- 
ing because the compounds are 
antagonistic to water, chemical-

The scientists also were 
looking for 3,4-Benzpyrene, an- 
other potent cancer-causer of 
the family, and found not a 
trace. Nevertheless, they con- 
tinued the investigation be- 
cause, in their words, this com- 
pound is “everywhere.” 

They added the compounds 
to dairy waxes, coated the in- 
sides of test tubes with the 
waxes, and filled the test tubes 
either with homogenized milk, 
butter milk, skim milk, or half 
milk and half cream. All these 
varieties of milk “washed” 
either polycyclic aromatic hy- 
drocarbon out of the wax, and 


‘ held it in solution. 


How Various Kinds Reacted. 

Homogenized milk did it 
best, and at room temperature. 
In one test 94 per cent of the 
added 3,4-benzpyrene was out 
of the wax coating and in the 
milk after 54 hours of contact. 
By comparison, half-and-half 
got 91 per cent out of the wax, 
buttermilk 81 per cent, skim 
milk 74 per cent. When held 
in a refrigerator, these per- 
centages of washings were re- 
duced by one third and more. 

The scientists, rather than 
seeking to scare anyone, em- 
phasized their facts pertain ex- 
clusively to hydrocarbons add- 
ed to dairy waxes “rather than 
to those occurring naturally in 
dairy wax.” The purpose of 
this kind of investigation is to 
reveal possible hazards so as 
to keep the people concerned 
on their toes.

“They are apparently under the impres- 
sion that most parents are worried over their chil- 
dren’s listlessness and will, therefore, hasten to 
stuff them with foods which will revitalize them 
with four-stage rocket energy. 


“THE PLAIN TRUTH IS that the last thing we par- 
ents desire is more energetic children.

More tor Your Money 


BUYING STEREO: You get this word from one expert: 
Expect to spend $450 or more for a good stereo system. 
Regard critically anything offered as “hi-fi” stereo for less. 
Bottom prices for quality components run about like this: 
$200 for pair of speakers; $150 for amplifer-preamplifier; 
$25 for pick-up arm; $60 for three-speed motor; $25 for 
stereo cartridge. Speakers are critical for good stereo. 
When buying, check whether they're in solid inclosures at 
least 34-inch thick. A helpful test, too: Play a record at 
high volume. Steer clear of the speaker if bass is heavy 
and thick, or if you feel a lot of vibration when you hold 
a palm lightly on the cabinet. 


> THOSE NEW APPLIANCES: Along with updated ap- 
pearance, some new appliances offer other improvements 
you may want to check on. One refrigerator-freezer’s frost- 
‘proofing system prevents snow on frozen foods. Another 
new unit, designed for small homes and apartments, is 32 
inches wide, 60 inches high, has 182-pound storage capacity 
in freezer, 8.7 cubic feet in refrigerator, ... One new dish- 
washer adjusts for delicate crysta:ware. .. . One oven pulls 
right out so it’s easy to clean. . . . Some washers and 
dryers have dial settings so you can combine water, time, 
gpin and dry settings to suit any load. 


GROWING CASE FOR ELECTRIC HEAT: If you plan 
to build, note that every year since 1955, 50 per cent more 
new homes have been built with electrical heating. By 1962, 
there'll be an estimated 150,000 or more yearly. Some ad- 
vantages claimed: Reduced construction costs by elimination 
of chimney, furnace space, etc.; cleanliness, safety, and 
silence; and little need for maintenance or repair. Also, 
there’s flexibility: every room can have own thermostat so 
you can keep bathrooms at 80, bedrooms at 65, thus ¢eut 
‘over-all heat load. Moreover, electric heat requires hardly 
any air change, thus permits higher relative humidity that 
reduces cracking and shrinking of furniture and woodwork 
’ —and also offers equal comfort at lower temperature. 


» ELECTRIC HEAT COSTS: Previously, higher operating 
costs have been the hitch. Now, however, utilities offer 
specie] rates, Latest survey shows 91 per cent with heating 
rates of 2 cents or less per kilowatt hour. Many also offer 
special night-time rates. One in Massachusetts, for example, 
has a regular low rate of 2.1 cent—and a special 1.3 cent 
rate between 11:30 p.m. and 7 a.m. Many homeowners there 
run a boiler electrically at night, then use stored hot water 
for heating during day, thus average 1.4 cents per kwh for 
over-all electric-heat rate. Some utilities now even pay $100 
bonuses to builders installing electric heat.

which many felt had given 
new stature to television en- 
tertainment—that they had 
unthinkingly tossed all their 
roses to this veteran per- 
former, even one he really 
didn’t have coming to him. 
As a result, several deserv- 
ing dramatic actors had been 
left standing in the wings. 


It was left to Fred Astaire’s 
longtime friend and admirer, 
Ed Sullivan—after a brief 
pause for station identification 
—to follow up the bouquet of 
nine roses with a heartfelt- 
covered brick. In blasting the 
Emmy awards, and particularly 
the “best actor” award to 
Astaire, Sullivan was only ar- 
ticulating what most people in 
show business had been resent- 
fully muttering for days. 
Astaire, Sullivan said, was not 
the “best actor.” 

The afternoon I visited with 
Astaire, he chose to ignore this 
dissenting voice, with good rea- 
son. After all, it was an award 
voted him by his colleagues in 
the National Academy of Tele- 
vision Arts and Sciences, and 
it would have been bad taste to 
have questioned their wisdom 
and integrity. Bad taste is as 
alien to Astaire as bad danc- 


ing. 

Like any entertainer, Astaire 
has never become insensitive 
to acclaim, not even in his 50 
years as a performer. But un- 
like many other entertainers, 
he has rarely been wanting for 
it. Ignoring Sullivan’s blast, 
Astaire said, “With any show 
I’ve ever done, you know, 
there’s always been at least 
one critic who didn’t like it. 
But there’s never been any- 
thing like this before.” 


But the next day, when 
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“An Evening With Fred Astaire.” 


Cecil Smith, TV columnist 
for the Los Angeles Times, 
the most conservative and in- 
fluential newspaper in south- 
ern California, took 
ery and called the 
actor” award unfair, Astaire 
felt he could ignore the mat- 
ter no longer. Without hesi- 
tation, he telephoned the 
Television Academy office 
and requested permission to 
return the “best actor” 
Emmy and urged they hold 
another election, omitting 
him as a candidate. 


“Confusion and controversy 
have arisen over a misunder- 
standing of the category, best 
performance by an actor,” he 
told them, “and I can see the 
point in question.” It had up- 
set him, but he met this minor 
crisis with typical Astaire 
graciousness. 

It also, in a curious way, sug- 
gests the esteem in which the 
entertainment world holds this 
shy and sensitive man. But few 
people outside his own family 
really know him. He is as much 
of an enigma to his own pro- 
fession as he is to the public. 
In an industry that thrives on 
personal publicity, he neither in- 
vites it nor shuns it; he simply 
accepts it. He is known as a 
“tough interview”; he envelops 
the interviewer with clouds of 
charm and droplets of informa- 
tion. He makes you his confi- 
dante without actually impart- 
ing any confidences. 

This correspondent, with some 
effort, interrupted the charm 
session with a few blunt but 
hesitant questions, as though. it 
were blasphemy. Some of the 


questions and answers went 
like this: 
Question: Mr. Astaire, I 


hesitate to ask you this, but 
you know these rumors about 
a new romantic attachment in 
your life. 


Answer: I’m not a roman- 
tic. I guppose you're re- 
ferring to Barrie Chase. 
She’s 23. I’m 60. She knows 
my daughter. I know her 
mother. You knew this 
town—you have dinner with 
someone and people start 
talking. Barrie was my 
dancing partner in the TV 
show because of her talent. 
I’m not a lonely man. I 
have my family and my 
work, 


Question: How do you feel 
about television? Why, hadn't 
you ever done a major TV 
show before? 


Answer: I have no feelings 
about it. I just never had 
time. 

Question: What about your 


next television show? 

Answer: It will be in the 
fall. We'll call it “Another 
Evening With Fred Astaire.” 
I'll be happy next time if they 
just say it’s a good show. 

Question: After all those 
Emmys, how can you possibly 
top yourself? 

Answer: I never approach 
a new show that way. You're 
lost if you do. Just do the 
best you can every time. 

Question: How much did 


you get for “An Evening With 
Fred Astaire’? 


Answer: I never talk about 
money. Just say it was a big 
budget show. 


While Astaire is taking bows 
as the world’s greatest song 
and dance man, it is quite clear 
that he is not insensible to 
the fact that he has just passed 
his sixtieth birthday; that the 
nimble mind and nimble feet 
may not always be able to 
keep pace with his nimble 
spirit. 

Whatever the reason, after 
30 musical movies and 11 
musical shows he is interested 
in making a transition to non- 
dancing roles. Last year, he 
made his first stab at it in a 
half hour TV show, “Nobody 
seemed to mind that I didn’t 
break out in a dance,” he re- 
called. Then Stanley Kramer 
offered him the part of the 
scientist in the movie, “On The 
Beach,” and Astaire snapped it 
up, even though it meant play- 
ing second fiddle to people like 
Gregory Peck and Ava Gard- 
ner. It was’an important move 
for him; he spent three months 
on location in Australia, and 
returned only a few weeks ago. 


“I'd like to get away with 
this dramatic thing,” he said, 
wistfully. “It's not my picture 
—I only play a supporting role 
but I hope I didn’t spoil the

Astaire 
suddenly looked up, then broke 
out his boyish grin, obviously 
startled and pleased at the 
cute turn of phrase. If he 
makes it—and nobody except 
Astaife doubts he will—it will 
be not so much the climax of 
a great career, but rather the 
beginning of a new one.

DINA, THE BEAUTIFUL former queen of Jordan, 
looked like the sad queen of the story books—but much 
more girlish— as she said: : 

“It is hard, isn’t it? And it is so inexplicable.” 

“It” meant her pres- 
ent situation — living as 
a daughter in her par- 
ents’ home again, expect- 
ed to put behind her not 
only her status as a wife 
and queen, but the baby 
daughter she left in Jor- 
dan’s capital. 

The personable young 
man who looks so disarm- 
ing in the photograph on 
a side table in Dina’s 
drawing-room is King 
Hussein, who sent his 
lovely and well-educated 
wife away in September 
1956, after 17 months of 
marriage. 

Little Princess Ali- 
yah, then 7 months old, 
remained with her royal 
father. 

Who is in charge 
the royal 3-year-old—who is her nurse and companion day 
after day? The question brought a sad shake of Dinah’s 
head. _ 

“I'm afraid I do not know,” she said. She almost 
never hears anything of her daughter and does not feel 
free to send her gifts, she added, : 

A call on Dina at her parents’ handsome home in 
suburban Cairo was arranged by a mutual acquaintance 
who fs a stanch friend and admirer of Dina. 

“She will not talk about her marriage or the politics 
of Jordan or Egypt,” it was stipulated. 

Facing the soft-faced young woman and sensing a 
nervousness not quite masked by pose, one would hardly 
want to put painful questions to her. 


In a becoming blue on white silk dress, made 
princess style, she sat erect yet graceful, toying 
with refreshments which a servant brought. First 
came a cool fruit drink to be sipped through silver 
straws, then tea and cakes, beautifully served. 


FORMER QUEEN DINA 


IN A WAY it seemed a visit to a personage. The re- 
porter was ushered into the drawing room and left there 
alone a few minutes until the former queen, only child of 
a well-to-do family, appeared. At the end of the 90-minute 
call, Dina rose to bid her caller goodby, but did not walk 
with her to the door, as an ordinary hostess might. 

“A car will take you back downtown,” she said—and 
the driver was outside as the reporter emerged from the 
house. 

But Dina did not stand inflexibly on her dignity. When 
her guest asked her height, and she knew it in meters, not 
feet, she stood so her height could be compared with her 
questioner’s. 

“Let's take off our shoes,” she suggested, when both 
had peered at their heels to make allowances for them— 
and with queenly simplicity she stepped out of her pumps. 
It was decided then she is 61 inches tall. ‘ 

Besides the photograph of Hussein in civilian clothes, 
the most notable picture in the room was a beautiful shot 
of Dina holding her laughing daughter at their only reunion 
since their separation. 

That occurred in Turkey in the summer of 1957, when. 
Diana wa’ able to see her youngster daily for several weeks. 
Since then such visits have been longed for but not granted, 
friends report. 

Compliments of the child’s charm and her own in that 
happy picture made Dina’s face light up. 

The fact that Aliyah is getting older month by month 
and may begin asking for her is anything but consolation 
to this pretty, light brunette mother. 

“I dread to have her realize that we are separated,” 
Dina said. 


To the comment that the people of Jordan 
must have been very proud of their young queen, 
she said, first smiling and then thoughtful: 

“I don’t know. I was so attached to them that 
I took it for granted. They are a people who are 
extremely alive and intelligent and have very high 
standards. The King is very fortunate in the re- 
source he has in them. On the other hand, they 
present a difficulty, in a sense, because they have 
such high expectations of him.” 


DINA ASKED if the reporter had seen King Hussein 
on his recent visit to Chicago, but gave no inkling of her 
feeling for him except to make clear that her past was 
happier than her present. 

Twice Cairo has thought a reconciliation might be 
developing. Hussein has called on Dina twice; and photog- 
raphers have been permitted to make pictures of them at 
her home, But more recently there has been talk of a 
different marriage for him. 

What caused the break-up between these two (cousins, 
as Middle East married couples frequently are)? 

There is no sure knowledge, only gossip. Some say 
Husstin’s mother resented Dina from the first and kept 
commenting that she was older than her husband, 

Others say the wife was too serious and philosophical 
for a fun-loving young king. And there is the suggestion 
that Dina was too strong on Arab union and too much of an 
admirer of Egypt's Nasser to suit Jordan's leaders. 

Whatever happened, Dina is the loser. A Cambridge 
University graduate with an M.A. in English lterature, she 
taught at Cairo University before her marriage. Now she 
needs a new life.

By all accounts, she wag a 
very pretty girl. The women, 
trying to describe her after- 


wards, sald she had blue eyes 
and light hair — flax-flower 
eyes, I fancy, wheat-straw hair 
that curled goftly at the tem- 
ples. Cynthia Ann Parker was 
in her ninth year on the last 
day of Fort Parker, which was 
May 19, 1836. 

That day dawned warm, then 
turned to a regular east-Texas 
hot spring morning. For a 
while the women in Parker's 
Fort could hear their men’s 
voices out in the fields in the 
shimmering heat waves. Then 
the voices drifted away down 
the long furrows. 

The people there numbered 
only 35 souls. Patriarch of 
them all was Elder John Park- 
er, Cynthia Ann’s grandfather, 
who had led his people across 
the Red river into the Canaan 
of Texas soil. There wasn't a 
soldier left in their fort on the 
Navasota river. The Republic 
of Texas had pulled them all 
out some weeks ago, now that 
the Indian frontier had re- 
treated a hundred miles to the 
west. Nobody that morning 
was thinking of Indians; why 
should they? 

Then, suddenly, out of the 
prairie heat waves—they were 
there: Comanches and Kiowas, 
some afoot, some sitting ponies. 
The braves weren't yelling or 
brandishing their shields of 
buffalo hides. They were just 
staring in silence — a long, 
deadly stillness. Even the buf- 
falo horns and the eagle 
plumes of their headdresses 
hardly stirred.

From the fields came the rest 
of the men, crouching as they 
ran, Their line of fire was a 
ragged popping; these were 
farmers who had never before 
shot anything more dangerous 
than a snake or hawk. But 
they turned back the Comanche 
charge, and then another, and 
gained time for the children 
and women to scatter like quail 
in the brush down by the Nava- 
sota’s banks.

history. With horses, the Co- 
manches’ striking power was 
fluid as the Liano wind. The 
West Point style of cavalry 
charge was useless against a 
foe who could hang by his 


heels while galloping and shoot 


arrows under the horse’s neck 
so fast that he could keep eight 
of them in the air all the time. 
Squaws, too, rode like the 
wild spirits of the air. They, 
too could hang by their heels, 
vault up again to the saddle or 
spring from one galloping steed 
to another. The horse lifted 
the Comanche woman from a 
beast of burden to a mate, 
mounted and proud and free, 
whose bride-price had been 
paid by her suitor in those very 
animals that made of him a red 
half-god, a centaur out of myth. 
That was how Peta Nakona, 
young chief of the Kwahadi 
band of Comanches, obtained 
Cynthia Ann from her red fos- 
ter parents when she would 
have been about 15 years old. 
In 1851 some Texan travelers 
fell in with the Kwahadi band 
along the upper Canadian Riv- 
er. They stared at the hair of 
the young chief's wife; it was 
straight as an Indian's, but 
yellow, yellow. Her skin was 
tanned to leathery brown; in 
her eyes there was no gleam of 
recognition. Not even at the 
name of Cynthia Ann Parker. 
She was Preloch now (say the 
ch hard, as in the Scottish 
loch). No, she answered in Co- 
manche, she had no desire to 
return to her white relatives, 
to leave her two swarthy little 
sons and her good husband. 
The Kwahadi band had been 
raiding; the frontier was 
aflame. They had to be pun- 
ished. So, in December, 1860, 
57 Texas Rangers under the 
command of Capt. Sul Ross 
took the field in vengeance. 
Joining them was a handful of 
settlers and cowboys, and 23 
dragoons, fight-loving Irish- 
men. The Rangers had at last 
got Colt six-shooters. They 
were the first to use the Colt 


on the Comanches, and with 
it they turned the whole tide 
of Indian warfare. 


Thus, on the morning of 
Dec. 19, the end was clear 
in the beginning, when the 
whites surprised the Kha- 
hadi camp on the desolate 
banks of the Pease. The 
Comanches fled, larruping 
their wild-eyed ponies, top- 
pling sideways or backwards, 
with a last crazy salute of 
up-flung hands. Only one 
figure, crouched low on an 
iron-gray mount, was pacing 
the wind. She outraced the 
Rangers, all but outran the 
bullets, until at their whine 
around her ears she reined, 
plunging, and lifted high 
abeve her head a swaddled 
babe, hostage to surrender, 
pledge of her womanhood. 


So they took her. Took her 
first to Camp Cooper, where 
the officers’ wives were kindly 


pitying, and cooed over Tau- 


taijah, the tiny red baby. They 
improved on the Indian sylla- 
bles into Topsannah, and de- 
clared it meant “Prairie Flow- 
er.” To poor Cynthia Ann 
Parker they showed every 
Christian charity—and met the 
glare of a caged female whose 
mate and cubs were still out 
in the wild. Twice she stole a 
horse ang with her babe in 
her arms streaked as only a 
Comanche could for the open. 
But the cavalry did its job; 
she was always brought back. 
Everybody concerned was glad 
when Senator (and Colonel) 
Isaac Parker came and took his 
niece and her child to her 
younger brother’s house in 
Athens, Tex. 

The State Legislature was so 
good as to vote a pension to 
Cynthia Ann. But it bought 
nothing that she wanted in this 
world, Nor could money save 
Topsannah when she sickened. 
For as soon as she was weaned 
and began taking white man’s 
food, she wasted, and present- 


ly was laid beneath a stone. 

Her mother did not long sur- 
vive her. Some say she died 
of sorrow, some that she 
starved herself to death. By 
1864 she was buried in the old 
Fosterville cemetery. 

So ends the ballad, my bal- 
lad of Cynthia Ann. But there 
is a postscript I must relate. 


You remember the two 
little sons she Had, out in the 
whirlwind wilderness? The 
eldest, Quanah, was in battle 
where she was captured, and 
he escaped with the rem- 
nant of his people. At 22 he 
became the chief of the Kwa- 
hadi band, still the most bit- 
ter and intractable of all Co- 
manches. Most of them 
agreed, by the Medicine 
Lodge Treaty of 1867, to 
come onto the reservation. 
Not Quanah; he kept out on 
the Llano, leading the United 
States Army in circles after 
him. He is described—by an 
officer who saw him lead a 
savage charge—as the most 
ferocious Indian he had ever 
encountered. 


What strangely prompted 
him, in 1875, suddenly to sur- 
render? He brought his peo- 
ple down out of the plains, 
turned over all his arms, and 
settled with his band at the 
foot of the Wichita Mountains, 
in Indian Territory. He saw to 
it that every little Comanche 
went to school, to learn the 
white man’s language and 
study in his books. 

It’s the last of the story, it's 
the end of the song. It’s 1905, 
on Pennsylvania avenue in 
Washington, and that’s Teddy 


Roosevelt’s ina 1 parade 
swinging down throug the 
cheering throng.! And in the 


parade are great chiefs of his 
red brothers, Chief Joseph of 
the Nez Perces, Geronimo the 
Apache, and Quanah of the C+- 
manches—Quanah, son of Cyn- 
thia Ann, her victory out of 
defeat. 3

The fifth grade at 
Bel-Nor is nicely adjusted to it 
as a not-quite-solved mystery 
of the actions of light and 
chlorophyll in plant growth 
but an adult is better off to 
go on thinking photosynthesis 
is a one-minute;picture cam- 
era. Going back to fifth grade 
is a dangerous thing after 35. 
A man walks out calling the 
kids “Sir.” 


At the door a large poster 
identified the layers of the 
great blue sky. above us and 
there’s a lot more to the sky 
now than met the eye of fifth 
graders when they were get- 
ting their space knowledge 
from Buck Rogers. For in- 
stance, blood boils about the 
time the second-stage rocket 
cuts in, or would if the pilot 
was foolish enough to step out 
on the observation platform 
and look around. You can bet 
no Bel-Nor fifth-grader would. 


“Of course,” said Mrs. Lacy, 
“I don’t want to give the im- 
pression that fifth-graders fully 
understand the complexities of 
space, or that I do, even, as 


simply as they’re displayed on 
this poster. But you would be 
amazed at how much some of 
the boys can explain, beyond 
the things they’ve drawn here.” 


A three-dimension display of 
a South Seas island and its peo- 
ple indicated somebody had 
been peeking at Gauguin and 
hadn’t missed much. A three- 
dimension study of Frontier 
Days indicated some kids still 
are peeking at television, too, 
and having their minds tainted 
with the grisly. Smack-dab in 
the center of town, Virginia 
City or Carson City or some 
such grand old center of vio- 
lence, the child artist had in- 
serted The Bucket of Blood 
Saloon, with bucket and with 
blood drawn on the false-front 
second story.

Now it’s possible that a child 
exposed to “Bold Journey” 
dashed right out and bought 
a box of cereal but that was 
a risk the company had to 
run. None of its supplemen- 
tary reading supplied to teach- 
ers mentioned the company’s 
name or its products. There 
was a small red checkerboard 
design, the Ralston-Purina 
trademark, in the upper left 
hand corner of the material 
but even that had an apolo- 
getic appearance, as if the com- 
pany was trying to economize 
a little and use up some old 
paper. 


A general information test 
and I.Q. test cut the field of 
100,000 to about 3100. A per- 
sonality test got the special 
N.E.A. board judging the teach- 
ers down to what the board 
was sure it was looking for 
and all the while the teachers 
were being graded on the use 
they were making of the extra 
material sent them on “Bold 
Journey.” 


There is some _ calculated 
vagueness about the basis for 
selecting Mrs. Lacy and the 
other teachers who won lesser 
trips. Any smart contest pro- 
tects itself in the clinches be- 
cause hardly anybody ever feels 
he lost a contest fair and square 
and couldn’t whomp the win- 


ner in 25 words or less given 
the chance, head-to-head. 

“T’'ve tried to find out why I 
was chosen, specifically,” said 
Mrs, Lacy, “and the main an- 
swer seems to be ‘creativeness.’ 
Throughout the year, I’ve tried 
to teach on the themes of 
brotherhood and amity, that 
these ideals can be attained if 
we know the things and places 
we study in terms of .people.” 


She wore some badges of 
creativeness in a teacher’s life, 
artist’s paint on her fingers 
and gray in her hair, and there 
seemed to be low-key drama 
here. Widowed schoolteacher 
leaves Jurie 20 for Hawaii; Ja- 
pan, Hong Kong, Siam, the Vale 
of the Kashmir, North Africa, 
Spain, Portugal. “Playhouse 
90,” take note. Will real hori- 
zons match her schoolroom’s 
fancied ones? 

“T guess travel has been my 
hobby,” Mrs. Lacy said. “But 
when I threw a coin into the 
Trezi Fountain in Rome I 
didn’t really believe I'd ever 
get to come back.” 

Well, there goes another 
“Playhouse 90” script. This is 
no timid soul on her first bold 
journey, 

“Teachers need more pres- 
tige—and more salary,” Mrs. 
Lacy continued, “and it’s grati- 
fying when recognition gives 
attention to a teacher on the 
job instead of to a teacher 
tending bar or involved in an 
embezzlement because even a 
teacher must make ends meet.” 

Behind her, a fifth-grader 
had picked up a plaque leaning 
in a corner of the blackboard. 
The plaque was an award to 
Mrs. Lacy. The boy read the 
words on the plaque, gratifying 
words of recognition to a 
teacher on the job, and he 
added out loud two words of 
his own. 

He said, “Our Hero.”

Adolescents’ Likes 


“WELL, WHAT IN THE WORLD DO THEY WANT?” 
parents ask helplessly concerning the group sometimes 
known as jean-agers. 

The Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts decided to find 
out. They engaged Dr. 
Stephen B. Whitey to 
make two separate 
studies of boys and girls 
between 14 and 16. Dr. 
Whitey is director of the 
Survey Research Center 
of the University of 
Michigan. 

Dr. Whitey talked 
about his findings at a 
meeting of the program 
committee of the Metro- 
a . politan Board of the 
<r ‘ Y.M.C.A. His survey was 

ADELE STARBIRD nationwide and exhaus- 
tive. Instead of reporting in pereentages, he used a scale 
of 10 boys or 10 girls. From my notes I have selected the 
information that interested me most. 

The favorite form of recreation was swimming. Five 
out of 10 boys liked fishing, Television, records, reading, 
parties and team sports were popular, but nothing. could 
touch swimming. It was found that boys at 14 liked the 
same things that girls of 11 or 12 liked, which was not 
surprising, since all through adolescence girls are about 
two years more mature than boys of the same age. 

Out of 10 boys, six dated girls occasionally and four 
didn’t date at all, while four of the six dated weekly or 
oftener. 


Now this next will be a pleasant shock to 
parents. Four boys out of 10 admired a member 
of his own family more than anybody else in the 
whole world. Lucky boys and lucky families! That 
strikes me as wonderfully reassuring. It could 
happen to you. Not every adolescent regards his 
family as a hopeless collection of dim bulbs. 


5 IT LOOKED as though girls were more inclined than 
boys to make close friends outside the family circle, and to 
make them earlier. To the question, “Do you think that a 
friend can bé as close as a member of the family?” only 
four boys replied in the affirmative, but six om thought it 
was possible, . 


Favorite words in the vocabulary of 15-year- 
old girls were “loyal” and “trustworthy.” At an 
age when they were beginning to compare notes 
with other girls on their dating experiences it was 
very important to them to have their confidences 
held inviolate. 


THERE-WAS ONE THING on which the boys were 
nearly unanimous. More than anything else they wanted to 
be adult; they were in a hurry to grow older. 

Adolescent girls have more money than boys because 
it is easier for them to get jobs, says Dr. Whitey. There is 
always baby-sitting to do. Whereas six girls earn money, 
only four boys do. I wonder if it isn’t once more a case of 
greater maturity, with a consequent increase in initiative. 
We often hear that American women have most of the 
money in this country; it looks as if they begin early to 
accumulate it, 

What makes an adolescent feel important? It is being 
given responsibility at home—proof that the family trusts 
him and has faith in his competence. . 

I can well believe that family responsibility makes him 
fee] more important than honors and success. To the end 
of his days he will crave the approval of his family. There

In 1933, with his sister mar- 
ried to a titled Englishman and 
retired from the stage, Astaire 
decided to try his hand in 
Hollywood.

A high school diploma is the 
minimum educational require- 
ment for advancement, Kridel 
said.

Courses in at least one aspect 
of hotel-keeping are available 
in colleges in 43 states.

Training in accounting, book- 
keeping, nutrition, law, pub- 
licity, advertising and other 
fields allied with the hotel bus- 
iness also give you an edge 
over untrained competition. 

Salaries vary widely, depend- 
ing on locale and size of hotel. 
Generally, starting salaries are 
equal to what you would earn 
as a beginner tn a bank, insur- 
ance company or department 
store.

Nurserymen Turn to Containers

Miss the early spring plant- 
ing season? Think nothing of 
it. Now you can plant trees, 
shrubs roses, fruit trees, ever- 
greens—virtually any plant— 
with the greatest assurance of 
success, regardless of season, 
by selecting container-grown 
plants. 

Indeed, you car plant con- 
tainer plants thé hottest, direct 
day of the summer, or any other 
time you can stck a spade in 
the ground; The reason is 
simple. Whenever a plant is 
transplanted the “normal” 
way, either bare-rooted or with 
a soil ball, a vast amount of 
tiny feeder rootlets get left 
behind; perhaps 80 or 90 per 
cent. The plant must create a 
whole new root system before 
normal top growth can resume. 
That is ay, # a apnea 


compensate for the mutilated 
root system. When the garden- 
er plants a properly-grown 
container plant he gets the root 
system intact. No top 

is necessary. There is no trans" 
plant shock. The plant grows 
merrily on without a let-up or 
hindrance. In a sense, no 
“transplanting” is involved. 
The plant is “pre-planted,” so 
to speak.

This F causeen of course, by 


careless planting or by plant- 
ing inan inhospitable loca- 
tion, or by failure to feed and 
water, as required. Neverthe- 
less, planting does approach 
‘being fool-proof when contain- 
er-grown plants are used, and 
the term “planting season” 
loses its meaning. 


There are other benefits of 
using container plants. The 
flowering plants, whether roses 
or shrubs or annuals, may be 
selected when in full bloom. 
The finest colored illustration 
pales beside the real article 
when a Peace rose unfolds its 
splendor.

Nothing less than this type of 
approach could have been pos- 
sible if FHA was to exercise 
leadership in the housing in- 
dustry through its programs of 
mortgage insurance. Nothing 
less than this approach will do 
in its next 25 years if FHA is 
to continue to serve the Ameri- 
can public, “a 

When we recall the - 
tions of the housing industry 
and the circumstances of the 
home buying public in 1934, it 
is easy to appreciate the rea- 
sons for this dynamic method 
of operation. 

In 1934, more than 230,000 
mortgages had been foreclosed; 
approximately 16 million 
homes were badly in need of 
repair, high down-payment, 
short-term mortgages were all 
that were available. In addi- 
tion, building standards were 
provincial and unco-ordinated. 
Home building activity had 
reached a very low rate. 


Compare these circumstances 
and conditions of 1934 with 
those that exist today. Last 
year, for instance, only 42,000 
mortgages were foreclosed. 
Millions of homes have been 
modernized. Today, 25- to 30- 
year, low down-payment mort- 
gages are available to most 
American families. Building 
standards are becoming more 
uniform throughout the coun- 
try while building starts are ap- 
proaching new records. 

FHA has played a lively and 
imaginative role in bringing 
this about.

But while man reaches for 
thé moon, housewives reach for 
a dust. mop. Outside of the 
kitchen, the American home 
has been relatively unaffected 
by the age of atomatic control. 

This is more the result of 
habit than necessity. 

To show what science can do 
for a home, Architect Alan 
Wood Fraser set out to design 
one incorporating all of the 
practical aids to housekeeping 
and hospitality on the market 
today.

Touchplate electrical system: 
A low voltage control circuit 
makes it possible to turn on or 
off all or any light in the house 
from the master bedroom or 
two other locations. Pilot 
lights on the master bedroom 
panel show which lights in the 
house are burning. The cen- 
tral control switches eliminate 
any fumbling in the dark; en- 
tire sections of the house can 


Intercommunication system: 
This links bedrooms, access 
doors, kitchen, terrace and ga- 
rage. A hi-fi set can be cut

into the intercom to bring 
music to bedrooms or outdoor 
terrace. 

Vacuum cieaner outlets: Va- 
cuum hose can be “plugged 
into” suction outlets connected 
by hidden permanent ducts to 
powerful motor in basement. 
Heavy equipment never moves 
even during complete house- 
cleaning. 

Automatic devices center: A 
single motor built into the 
kitchen counter powers all 
mixing, blending and juice ex- 
tracting attachments. 

Reversible windows: All 
movable windows are of the 
type that can be flipped over 
so both sides can be washed 
from the inside. 

Driveway heating coils: The 
flip of a switch heats driveway 
so snow will melt as it falls. 

Electric strip outlets: In- 
stead of two or three wall 
plugs in a room, this equip- 
ment provides plug in at six- 
inch intervals anywhere around 
a room. 

Automatic lawn sprinklers: 
Pop-up heads on buried tubing

Example of Change. 


The significance of this 
changed attitude was empha-

The first station wagon of- 


fered by an automobile com-. 


pany as a stock production 
model appeared in the early 
twenties. It featured the fa- 
miliar mahogany paneling, 

trimmed in ash, roll-down si 

curtains and two removable 
seats. 

But it was not until the mid- 
thirties that any substantial 
numiber of automobile manu- 
facturers entered the station 
wagon field. 

In 1936, one company intro- 
duced an entirely different 
model, the idea of which was 
to return more than a decade 
later as an important new 


_trend in station wagon design. 


It was a plain, utilitarian pas- 
senger and cargo carrier with 
a steel body on a panel de- 
livery truck chassis. 

Because of its dual role and 
its mixed ancestry, the station 
wagon always has been a hy- 
brid—belonging neither to the 
truck nor to the passenger car 


tribe. 

In 1932, the industry's sta- 
tion wagon output totaled 1418 
units—all products of a single 
company. By 1936, with two 
more passenger car makers and 
five truck producers providing 
competition, production -had 
climbed to 7392. 

As time went on, passenger 
car producers more and more 
dominated the growing market. 
During 1941, -12 companies 
turned out 30,961 station wag- 
ons on passenger car chassis 
and three firms built 5048 on 
truck frames. 


By 1952, the ratio in favor 


of the er car chassis 
had grown still higher. 
Before World War II, sta- 
tion goed rose 
above a fraction of one per 
cent of the total ger car 
market. But after the war, the 
vehicle’s popularity climbed at 
a — rate. In 1948, station 
production, including 
all an totaled 110,312 units 
—up 200 per cent from 1941. 
The station wagon share of 
total 1948 motor vehicle sales 
was a record 2.1 per cent com- 
pared with .9 per cent in 1941 
and .2 per cent in 1935. 


Station wagon production 
during 1958 accounted for 672.- 
672 units or 15.8 per cent of 
all automobile output. 


Several explanations have 
been ohetea for the sudden 
nostwar sourt in station wagon 
demand. One is the accelerated 
increase in suburban living. 


While still serving estates, 
resorts and business establish- 
ments as before, the station 
wagon has broadened its field 
of owners. Today, its biggest 
user is the ordinary American 
erg A oy me the subur- 
ban or = family.

| Educating Man Behind 
The Wheel Big Program

ao motorist’s ao limb 
property are at stake every 
time he gets into an automo- 
bile. These things are vital to 
him and, as can well be ex- 
pected, the motorist is making 
a determined effort to pre- 
serve all them. 


But there is a problem. Back 
when there were only two cars 
in one of our large cities, it is 
reported that they were in- 
volved in an accident. The ac- 
cident problem has grown 
Bteadily since. With millions 
of motor vehicles now using 
our streets and highways, it is 
a matter of major concern. 

Woe to the motorist who 
spins merrily along the road 
with that wonderful “it can’t 

to me” feeling. Sta- 
tistics indicate that it is hap- 
pening to him. 

Something is being done, 
however, about highway safety. 
Statistics indicates the fatality 

te now is about one-third of 
the rate of 20 years ago. In 
other words, if we were killing 
people in traffic accidents at 
the same rate per mile of 
travel as 20 years ago, there 
would be a count of more than 
100,000 instead of the 38,000 it 
actually was in 1959. 

Many organizations and in- 
dustries have devoted consid- 
erable time, effort and money 
toward educating the man be- 
hind the wheel. Presi- 
dent’s Highway Safety Confer- 
ence, the American Automo- 
bile Association, the highway 
patrols and other police organ- 
izations, as well as the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri, are 
among those contributing to 
the effort for education to 
bring about greater highway 
safety. 

Though much has been done 
in this field, a tremendous job 
still lies ahead. 


The Federal Government has 
just completed a $200 study 
on y safety. study 


provi a at many avenues 
through which traffre safety 
can be improved. 

In Congress, many bills have 
been introduced which deal 
with the subject of safety on 
our streets and highways. Pro- 

sed legislation covers many 
facets of the field, including 
b pspiree — —s a 

esign eq t for 
motor vehicles, rina stom mi fit- 
ness, driver training, and the 
establishment of 2 clearing of- 
fice on revoked drivers’ li- 
censes. 

The State Legislatures are 
trying constantly to devise 
means to decrease the acci- 
dents and violations. 

Not education, laws, police 
enforcement, nor any other ac- 
tivities will accomplish the 
safety objective unless there is 
co-operation, understanding, 
and participation by the motor- 
ist himself. Every person 
drives a car has the responsi- 
bility to himself and to the 
public to operate the vehicle 
in a careful and prudent man- 
ner. 

This means you as a motor- 
ist, should be a good courteous 
driver at all times. 

There are many things that 
you can do to better prepare 
yourself and your vehicle. For 
instance, is your car in the 
best possible driving condi- 
tion? Have you pumped in that 
new life to make it more reli- 
able and safe for spring and 
summer driving? 

ern engineering prac- 
tices have gradually improved 
the performance and the relia- 
bility of the automobile, but 
we are still a long way from 
building cars that never need 
attention. Twice-yearly tune-

It is even more important 
that you, as a driver, be safety 
checked. 

While you DP igeminta know a 
lot about e operation of 
your vehicle, how often have 
you sto to think about a 
few rules for safe driving? 
Here are a few which may 
save your life, limb or prop- 
erty: 

A safe highway is only as 
safe as its users wish to make 
it. The practice of the follow- 
ing good driving habits will 
add pleasure to your trip. 

The ideas that it’s hazardous 
or arduous to drive across the 
deserts of the west has no 
basis in fact today. With ex- 
cellent highways, faster cars 
and air-conditioned accommo- 
dations available, desert driv- 
ing no longer is a thing to be 
dreaded. 

Desert country is not flat 
nor is it devoid of all vegeta- 
tion. It is largely mountainous 
and, even though extremely 
dry, it supports a variety of 
interesting desert plants. 
You'll find well-spaced filling 
stations and cafes t serve 
meals and cold drinks. There 
is constant, steady traffic in 
both directions, day and night. 

When crossing desert coun- 
try. remember to: 

Check your tires in the 
morning to normal driving 
pressure. During the day, pres- 
sure will build up in them 
from heat, but it’s artificial 
heat pressure. If you think the 
tires are riding hard, stop 
somewhere along the road for 
a few minutes. There’s always 
a breeze moving on the desert 
and it will cool off the tires 
quickly. 

Check the water and the oil 
when buying gas. Unless you 
have a <teaky radiator, you 
won't need to add water, if you 
drive at sensible speeds, Many 
cars carry desert water bags 
but seldom will you see a 
motorist filling his radiator 
from one. 

Most important is to drive 
at reasonable speeds. Watch 
your water temperature gauge, 
especially on long upgrades. 

Motorists needn’t have fears 
about driving main highways 
through the Rockies or other 
mountainous sections of the

tain roads, those 
with which you are not famil- 
iar, keep these points in mind: 

Always keep to the ht of 
the roadway, especially on 


Keep the radiator filled with 
water. Water boils at a much 
lower temperature in higher 
altitudes. 

If the engine heats up and 
stops, although you have a full 
tank of gas, you may have 
vapor-lock. Place a damp cloth 
over the fuel pump for a few 
minutes. 

Carburetors adjusted for 
low-altitudes for driving in 
some cases may have to be ad- 
justed for western mountain 


t hurry. Drive slowly 
and see more. Stop at the over- 
looks along the highways and 
enjoy the scenic views. 

Many states post safe driv- 
ing speeds for curves. Moun- 
tain driving will be more en- 
joyable if you take advantage 
of these signs. 

Do you know that the sha 
of a traffic sign has a specific 
meaning ? 

Since every traffic sign is 
put up to help you drive, the 
signs will help you drive more 
apes: Shy you understand exact- 
ly what they mean. Signs are 
designed to relay a message 
even though the lettering can- 
not be read because of dark- 
ness or fading. 

Although rio one plans on a 
traffic accident, it is a good 
policy to know exactly what to 
do if involved in one. Here is 
a list of do’s and don’ts, fol- 
lowing a traffic accident, sug- 
gested by the Automobile Club 
of Missouri: 

STOP. Hit and run driving 
is a criminal offense. Then 
warn on-coming traffic or have 
some one else do it if you are 
injured. 

_ Call a doctor if anyone is 
injured. Don’t administer first- 
aid unless you know what you 
are doing.

Submit a report of the acci- 
dent to your ce com- 
pany.

It is usually a require- 
ment of your insurance con- 
tract. 

Do not leave the scene of 
the accident until you are sure 
that no further help is needed. 

Traffic accidents can and 
are being avoided by consci- 
entious. courteous motorists. 

Outside of complete atten- 
tion to driving and the rules 
of the road, the most impor- 
tant aspect of driving is cour- 
teousness. In addition, the 
“traffic sportsman” always de- 
rives the most pleasure in the 
use of his automobile.

Parade Causes Renewal of 
Speculation on Prince as Successor to Spain's Dictator 
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Madrid. PECULATION over Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco's plans for a successor was heightened 
by an incident at the annual a military 

review in Madrid. Marching with the color guard 
of the Spanish Air Academy, where he is a cadet, 
Prince Juan Carlos de Bourbon drew more cheers 
than did the 66-year-old dictator. And because 
he was guarding the flag, the 22-year-old Prince 
— grandson of Spain's last king, Alfonso XIII — did 
not have to salute Franco. 

The general has set the stage for a return of 
royalty by declaring Spain a monarchy, but speci- 
fying there would be no king as long as he chose 
to rule. Franco's saith poste wage: for the young 
Prince seemed to be pointed up by the youth's place 
of honor in the parade, in contrast with the exile 
status of his father, Don Juan, Alfonso’s son. And 
yet the dictator’s censors had prohibited advance 
mention by the press and radio of the Prince’s part 
in the review. ; 

Various pressures working \within Franco's 
troubled land may have a bearing on his plans for 
the future. For a long time he would tolerate no 
political opposition, but in the last few years a 
group of moderates and liberals have banded to- 
gether in the anti- Franco Spanish Union. Its lead- 
ers have been arrested and questioned, but they 
have received penalties that are light when 
measured against ruthless methods used earlier in 
the general's regime to put down opposition. There 
is an active Socialist underground, and university 
students — traditional fountain of demands for liber- 
ty in Spain—riot periodically in demands for 
greater academic freedom.

Gentlemen: 


The battle of Gettysburg and the memory of the men 
who fell here moved Abraham Lincoln in 1863 to 
deliver a simple, eloquent address that continues to stir 
men’s souls. In it Lincoln spoke with feeling of the brave 
men who had consecrated the battleground with their 
blood. He described it as “fitting and proper” that the 
nation dedicate a portion of the field to their memory. 


Now that shrine. is in danger. Last December 14, 
PARADE described the march of commercialism across 
the slopes where 160,000 Confederate and Union 
troops fought the Civil War’s bloodiest battle. Thus 
began a new battle of Gettysburg, which President 
Eisenhower, whose farm overlooks the battlefield, and 
his Congressman, James M. Quigley (D., Pa.), carried to 
the committees of Congress. They sought $750,000 to 
buy land within Gettysburg National Military Park 
before private owners could exploit it. But the House 
Appropriations Committee denied them the money. 


Now it is up to you in the Senate. And for each day lost, 
a part of our heritage is lost. Next year, or the year 
after, may be too late to save Gettysburg. 


I wish I could guide you over these historic acres. I 
would point out a rusting auto that marks the spot where 
Gen. George Meade, the Union commander, set up his 
field headquarters. You would see a “free museum” 

and souvenir shop near the scene of the first fighting. 
Another souvenir stand and gas station stand near the 
place General Barksdale was killed at the head of his 
Mississippians. The left flank of Confederate artillery 
was dug in where the “Sweet Kiss” shop now stands. 


Or you can follow the route of Pickett’s historic 
charge: across an auto junkyard, past a new motel on 
the left flank, beyond plots for a housing subdivision. 
Finally, you should pause at the cemetery where Lincoln 
spoke his memorable words. Within 100 yards of this 
hallowed resting place may rise an industrial plant 

for the land is owned by a large steel corporation. 

The memory that inspired Lincoln’s stirring words 
must be worth more to America than the $750,000 


needed to stop the advance of commercialism. How will 
you vote, gentlemen of the Senate?

FAMILY VISITS — 


INSIDE A PRISON 


BY ERNEST A. MITLER 


PARCHMAN, MISS. 

T 1s 11:30 on a Sunday morning here at the 

Mississippi State Penitentiary. Neatly dressed 
women and children file toward the administration 
building. 

Shortly thereafter, the women are warmly embrac- 
ing their husbands. The youngsters swarm all over 
their fathers, pouring forth affection. : 

Each of the-men to whom these sentiments are 


directed wears prison stripes, for each is an inmate 


of the penitentiary. 

You are witnessing one of the most extraordinary 
sights in an American penal institution. This is family 
visiting day at the prison, and there is nothing quite 
like it anywhere else in the U. S. 

On these pages is the first full photo-text report 
of visiting day in the only American prison in which 
complete husband-wife privacy is permitted. PARADE 
was allowed within the sprawling 22,000-acre, farm- 
type institution to report on this program. 

In brief, here is a sketch of visit day: Families of 
married male inmates at Parchman are permitted to 
visit the inmates on Sundays “out in the open” —with- 
out the traditional wire-mesh separation. 

Prisoner-fathers have an opportunity to play with 
their children; there even is some sports equipment 
available. Beyond that, inmates and their wives can 
stroll about as they talk. If they want, they can go to 
specially designated cottages for complete privacy as 

husband and wife. This aspect of the program, which 
can include marital relations, is unique. From it derive 
many of the program’s benefits. ~ 

Of course, the husbands involved are convicted 


forgers, thieves, even murderers. Their reaction to 


family visit day, however, and the reaction of every- 
one else concerned is unequivocally good.

And, adds an inmate: “Seeing the family, even once 
a week, is the greatest. It’s more than I hoped for.” 

Family day was systematized by William Harpole, 
superintendent of Mississippi State Penitentiary, deep 
in the State’s delta country, 135 miles north of 
Jackson. 

Harpole assumed office in the summer of 1956. 
There had been some attempts to have regular family 
days here at Parchman before his administration, but 
they met with only limited success or had failed. 

A former sheriff of Oktibbeha County, Miss., Har- 
pole decided that the family visit could serve both to 
improve family relationships of prisoners and to help 
maintain order within the prison. 

Details of Visiting Day 


Appearing recently before the 4th Southern Con- 
ference on Correction at the Florida State University, 
in Tallahassee, Harpole revealed publicly, for the 
first time, details about visiting day. He believes the 
Mississippi program to be the only one of its kind in 
the U.S., although such visits are permitted in prisons 
of Mexico, Chile and Argentina. 

To intensely interested penal authorities meeting 
in Tallahassee, Harpole said: 

“In a sense, family visits in our institutions serve a 
selfish purpose. They make my job as superintendent 


_ easier because tht men appreciate the visits so.” 


Further, Harpole and the Mississippi Board of 


Prison Commissioners point to the following results of . 


the program: 

e Family visits build prisoner morale and that of 
the families themselves. Mississippi State Senator 
W. B. Alexander, who toured the prison a few weeks

e The program is responsible for reducing emo- 
tionally charged outbursts on the part of inmates. 
Such outbursts are the bane of every prison adminis- 
tration for they lead to rioting, bloodshed and murder, 
as in the recent Montana eruption. 

e There have been fewer escape attempts since 
family day was put on a sound footing. 

e Among those prisoners whose marriages are 
still intact, divorce is prevented by the sustained close- 
ness of family day. 

Of course, family day imposes problems. 

First, many of the men are already divorced, 
separated or no longer associated with their families. 

Women not married to prisoners but posing as 
their wives have tried to gain admittance. 

Families may want to bring the priséner semething 
that is not allowed. 

Against all these and other pitfalls, family day is 
guarded very closely. Exact identities must be estab- 

lished prior to the visit. Even small children are 
_ searched for contraband. 

The penitentiary houses about 2,000 prisoners— 
most of whom work on the institution’s farms. About 
two-thirds of the prison population are Negroes, the 
remainder white. There are separate facilities for male 
and female prisoners within the institution. 

PARADE visited Camp No. 5, which has a prisoner 
population of 190. About 20 families visit Camp 5 on 
a given Sunday. Prison-wide, between 100 and 150 
families show up weekly. 

Inmates whose families arrive are called by name 
and released to an open section of the camp compound 
at about 1 p. m. 


After the first embrace, some families go to the 
dining hall and have a picnic lunch. Sooner or later, 
a baseball game gets under way, with prisoners and 
children playing. 

Others sit on benches or on the grass, chatting. 
Still others go off to be alone in a cottage. 


There is no semblance of vulgarity during the visits”5 ~~_ 


Prisoners themselves have a strikingly healthy outlook 
toward the program. As one pointed out, “Sunday after- 
noon here is a time when we feel we're a little 
families in the world outside.” : 

In midafternoon the visiting families begin to re- 
group along pathways toward the exits. Family day 
has ended. Usually, there is one quiet tender embrace

How tension is eased by the 
warmth of inmates’ families 


before wives leave the prison grounds with their 
youngsters. 


Watching this extraordinary program in action, you 
are struck by many things. 


There is no air of derision or ridicule of inmate- 
husbands or their wives by unmarried prisoners. No- 
body makes wisecracks when families congregate. 

Single prisoners often are visited by their Brothers, 
sisters, parents or other relatives. But somehow they 
seem in awe of the married prisoners for whom wives 
and children wait loyally “on the outside.” 

Single prisoners help the married inmates on visit- 
ing day by baby-sitting while married couples go off 
together. One single prisoner who runs a commissary 
makes the children “his store assistants” so their par- 
ents can have a few moments of privacy. 

But perhaps the overwhelming aspect of family day 
is this: visits by wives and children to prisoners have 
am immeasurable effect in preserving the marriages 
themselves. 

Of this, Superintendent Harpole and other Missis- 
sippi penal authorities are convinced. 

They acknowledge, of course, that a prison setting 
—even the plantationlike environment here at Parch- 
man—is hardly perfect for the continuation of a 
family relationship. 


“Here’s Proof...” 


However, the husband is serving time for a wrong- 
doing. But family visits represent the prison’s aware- 


Few married prisoners are bad “parole risks” once 
they have been released. Rather, the majority do adjust 


on the outside, get jobs and settle down. 


These are among the many tangible results. But 
there are intangible results, too. 

As any correction officer can tell you, penitentiaries 
characteristically have an undercurrent of tension and 
frustration about them. This is not readily evident 
here at Mississippi State Penitentiary. It is especially 
not evident among the married inmates who receive 
regular family visits. 

Of course, part of the improvement in the atmos- 
phere stems from the visit program itself. It is difficult 
to see dozens of families coming together in warm 
affection without some of the warmth permeating the 
entire feeling of the place. 

Part of the change stems, teo, from the sympathetic 
administration and understanding of Harpole. He is 
perfectly willing te concede that family visits may 
‘ impose problems. However, he is se convinced of 
their worth that he rges they be tried by other prison 
in this country. 

To support his view, Harpole cites many “success 
stories” of ex-inmates. His favorite is of a “family- 
visited” prisoner who returned to Parchman a year 
after his release. He, his wife and children all arrived 
one day to visit Harpole.

BOSTON, MASS. 
Ted Williams, baseball's most controversial 
player, is adored by some fans as an all-time 
great hitter, despised by others as a bad-man- 
nered character who sometimes lobs a round 
or two of spit at them. 

Yet the ballplayers seldom speak a bad 
word about “the Big Guy.” They respect him 
for his talent, like him for his ribald, yet 
boyish, cheerfulness. But many like hirh best 
for a quality not often found in great hitters, 
one that few fans know about: Williams is 
generous — some Red Sox pitchers say too 
generous — with his textbook knowledge: of 


| _» hitting. And to a ballplayer, only the wife 


and kids are more important than a good tip 
on hitting. : 


What sets Red Sox pitchers mumbling is 


_ that Williams helps anyone — friend or foe. 
For instance, he deserves much of the credit 
for developing two of the game's best hitters, 
Detroit's Al Kaline and Cleveland’s Rocky 
Colavito. Says one Boston player: “He gives 
them tips, and they turn around the next day 
- and beat our brains out.” 

One day, recalls Sox catcher Sammy White, 
Ted told Baltimore’s Gus Triandos to try a 
lighter bat. “Gus did,” says White, somewhat 
testily, “and beat.us with two homers.” 

Ted, in fact, may have helped the Yanks 
beat Milwaukee in the World Series last fall. 
“] had never faced either Spahn or Burdette,” 
says Bill Skowron of the Yankees. “So just 
_ before the Series I asked Ted about them. 
He told me not to try to pull Spahn’s screw- 
ball, and to wait for a high pitch from 
Burdette.” Skowron, following Ted’s advice, 
belted a Spahn screwball for a homer in one 
game, then socked a Burdette high pitch for 
another. homer to clinch the seventh game. 

His Red Sox teammates also have benefited 
from Ted’s amazing generosity — amazing 
because on more than one occasion he has 
hurt himself with it. For example, last year 
. he and teammate Pete Runnels were in a 
tight battle for the batting crown. “We were 
a few points apart in late August,” recalls 
Runnels. “One day Ted told me I looked 
bushed — I was — and to use a lighter bat. 


I did, and went 10 for 21 to move way ahead 
of Ted. You know how bad he wanted that 
title [Williams won it anyway on the last day] 
but he was genuinely glad to help me.” 

Ted has helped lift confidence as well as 
batting averages. Jimmy Piersall, now with 
Cleveland, remembers when he came back 
from a mental breakdown for a second try 
with Boston. “I was pretty nervous till one 
day I made a neat pickup of a grounder. ‘Say, 
kid,’ Ted said, ‘show me how yoti do that.’ 

“Imagine how I felt..I’d watched Ted play 
when I was a kid in the bleachers — and now 
he wanted-.me to show him something. Later 
I realized, of course, that he was trying to 
build up my confidence — and he did.” 

Most of the league’s top hitters have asked 
Ted for help. Others just listen to him talk. 
“He's nearly always talking about hitting,” 
says teammate Jackie Jensen, “Mostly he 
stresses four fundamentals — hit a good 
pitch; get the fat part of the bat onthe ball; 
don’t swing if you're fooled by a pitch ex- 
cept if it’s going to. be a third strike; choke 
up on the bat if you have two strikes. We all 
know those things, but often you forget. Ted, 
who’s always concentrating, never forgets.” 


A Liking for Kids 


“Ted told me to study pitchers,” says Wash- 


ington’s Roy Sievers, “to look for motioris that 
tip off the pitch.” Says Colavito: “He taught 
me how important it is to be quick with your 


hands so you can swing late.” Adds the Yanks’ 


Mickey Mantle: “He has got me to hit good 
pitches.” 

“Ted taught me a hundred things,” says 
Kaline. “I’m really in his debt.” - 

Why is Ted so generous to hitters who may 
beat him out of titles? Apparently because he 
has a real, deep affection for youngsters. He 
recently confided: “I’ve always tried to help 
youngsters and I’m going to keep on helping 
them. Our pitchers accuse me, ‘You get those 
guys out of slumps and they beat us.’ But if 
those pitchers asked Whitey Ford of the 
Yankees, you can be sure he’d help them.” 

“That may be,” counters one Boston 
pitcher. “But if Ted keeps making great hit- 
ters out of green kids, I'll take Ford on the 
mound with me — to even things up.” &

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England's battling millionairess makes news 


with her spending, feuding, marble-shooting

66Q°40 tm AT war with Monte 


Carlo,” stormed the hazel-eyed 
blonde in the full-length ermine coat. 
“Well, I guess my dressmaker can take 
on Princess Grace’s dressmaker!” 

With that salvo, England’s unpre- 
dictable Lady Norah Docker packed up 
her four other ermines and her three 
minks and steamed off in her luxury 
yacht to new campaigns. 

Lady Docker — world’s champion 
woman marble-shooter and world’s 
champion battling millionairess—had 
just been barred for life from Monaco 


and a 125-mile stretch of the French 


Riviera by Prince Rainier for “insult- 
ing” Monaco’s flag. : 

- Rainier hadn't invited her 19-year- 

old son Lance to the christening of 

Prince Albert, his baby son, so the furi- 

ous Lady Docker tore up a paper Mon- 

egasque flag in public. 

Exiled from her favorite gambling 
area, Lady Docker nevertheless had the 
last word, as usual. As she and her in- 
dustrialist husband, Sir Bernard Docker, 
sailed for home in their ocean-going 
yacht Shemara, Lady Docker snapped: 

“As far as I am concerned, Prince 
Rainier can go and jump in the sea. I 
am signing my own decree that I will 
never set foot in that principality again.” 

And she hasn’t gone back fn the 
year since. Just as the 52-year-old, 
thrice-wed Englishwoman never avoids 
a fight, so she never admits defeat. 


Her fame is only just spreading to 
America, where headlines recently told 
about the theft of $420,000 worth of 
jewels from her Rolls-Royce. But Lady 
Docker, who visited the U.S. last fall 
just long enough to note that “American 
women are growing fatter,” is better 
known in Europe than most profes- 
sional fighters. 

She has been battling the world in 
general—and assorted policemen and 
ptinces in particular—ever since she 
decided as a young girl that “a lot of 
people are born to be ordinary women, 
but not Norah.” 


War on the Stockholders 


Some of her battles have been more 
than verbal. A few years ago, for in- 
stance, she struck a croupier at the 
Monte Carlo casino and as a result got 
herself banned from the gaming tables 
for a year. 

In 1956 she threw a Capri customs 
official into a tizzy by knocking off his 
hat. The same year she went to war 


against the stockholders who had voted 


her husband out of a job. 

In 1957 Lady Docker had five pub- 
lic fights, including a row over hats in 
a smart London restaurant with an- 
other woman. And last year she topped 
three minor feuds with her “war with 
Monaco.” 

Lady Docker’s battles, however, are 
only half the reason for her fame. The 
other half is the fact that she spends

In an age when most millionaires act 
guilty about having money, Norah Turner 
Callingham Collins Docker drinks cham- 
pagne at every meal, buys $9,000-custom- 
made ermine coats, gambles with $100 
chips and employs 15 servants for her 
home and 35 crewmen for her yacht. 

“Why not?” she asks. “The way I spend 
my money is the way most women would 
if they had it. We live like millionaires. 
We're not ashamed of it. And housewives 
have written me that we bring glamor and 
happiness into their drab lives.” 

Lady Docker has been trying hard to 
put a little glamor into life ever since 
she was a young girl. Born the daughter of 
an auto engineer, she went to work as a 
lampshade saleslady at 17, when her 
father died. 

But ambitious Norah already had de- 
cided to use her looks for something better 
than lampshades. She got a job as a dancer 
in the floor show of London’s famed Cafe 


de Paris, supporting her three sisters and — 


brothers until the “right man” came along. 
He was wine merchant Clement Calling- 
ham, whom she married at 29. When he 
died seven years later, he left her with a 
son and close to a million dollars. 


Second Marriage 


Within months, Norah remarried. Her 
second husband was 73-year-old Sir Wil- 
liam Collins, multimillionaire jam manu- 
facturer. He died in 1947, leaving his 40- 
year-old widow more than five million 
dollars. 

Early in 1948 she met Sir Bernard 
Docker, who had inherited the chairman- 
ship. of the $70,000,000 Birmingham 
Small Arms Company. Sir Bernard was 10

years older, richer and much quieter than 
Norah. But from the moment of their mar- 
riage, in the winter of 1949, it was an 
obvious love match. 

Sir Bernard, a six-footer who follows 
his 120-pound wife like the.Queen Mary 
tied to a tugboat, is fiercely loyal to his 
Norah. When he was told that people 
were saying they pitied the life she made 
him lead, he replied: 

“I know. And all I can say is that if 
someone dared make a remark like that to 
my face, I think I should lose control.” 

Whatever fights Lady Docker gets into, 


Sir Bernard backs her up. But yr both 


deny she’s aggressive. 

“I'm hot-tempered,” Lady Docker ad- 
mits. “It’s the Irish in me. But I don’t in- 
tend to get into fights. It’s just that there 
are so many jealous people about. They 
say unexpected things like, ‘I don’t like 
your hat,’ and I’m just not big enough to 
let it go.” 

Lady Docker’s charities are as unusual 
as her fights. For example, her marble 
championship. While officials protested, 
she entered a 1955 marbles contest for 
men only in the town of Castleford and 
won—19 marbles to 12. Lady Docker 
then moved her silk knee pad over to the 
female championship ring. She won that, 
too. Meanwhile, Sir Bernard quitely do- 


nated $3,000 to the charity that spon- 


sored the previously nonexistent cham- 
pionships. 

No matter what she does, it’s always 
done in style. For example, even her 
marbles are specially made. 

“I love beautiful things,” she explains. 


“And if I couldn’t have them I would die.” ©

that she used between 1951 and 1956, 
when stockholders of her husband’s com- 
pany made her return it. 

The Daimler was studded with 8,000 
gold stars, had to be polished with a solu- 


tion of beer and soap and was upholstered 


in leopard skin. 

Explained Lady Docker: 

“Mink is too hot to sit on.” 

‘This car was her trademark until Sir 
Bernard was relieved of his job with the 
munitions concern, which also makes 
Daimler autos. The stockhelders voted 
him out for charging $14,000 worth of 
his wife’s clothing and furs to the 


company. 
The Fight Failed 


Lady Docker was indignant. She. said 
the men who voted to oust her husband 
were “horrible” and she announced: 

“If I had a machine gun I'd shoot them 
all. ” 

. She made speeches and wrote an esti- 
mated 3,000 letters in an attempt to get 
back Sir Bernard’s job, but the fight 
failed, so Lady Docker bought herself a 
blue and silver Rolls-Royce. 

Besides the Rolls, and her yacht, which 
costs $45,000 a year to operate, she owns 
a fleet of other $15,000 automobiles, a 
costly apartment in Mayfair and a country 
mansion with a $120,000 indoor swim- 
ming pool. | 

The Dockers’ personal fortune is esti- 
mated at more than 10 million dollars, 
but Sir Bernard and Lady Docker must 
be dipping into capital to finance their 
mode of living. Lady Docker doesn’t deny 


* that. She just shrugs: 


“Why save it until we are both too old 
for fun?” .

At man-made lakes across the U.S., the outdoor season 
already has begun for throngs of boating enthusiasts 
and hopeful fishermen. And from the coming week- 
end until Labor Day, Americans in search of a swim 
and a breeze will join them at dammed-up, land-locked 
waters that have gushed onté the map only within 
the last few years. 

Without a doubt, artificial lakes, large and small, are 
the fastest growing vacation areas in America. By one 
estimate, 50 million visitors will use them in the next 
few months. The Army Engineers estimate attendance 
at their projects alone has sextupled in the last eight 
years. On the TVA lakes 40,000 privately owned boats 
now maneuver where 25 years ago there were only 600. 

Man-made lakes now represent nearly a third of 
the nation’s fresh-water bodies, and additional proj- 
ects already authorized will double that amount. Each 
vacation season, several new ones are added. Most 
important this year are: 

@ Lewis and Clark Lake (Gavins Point Dam), on 
the Missouri River above Omaha, Neb., a part of the 
Missouri River Basin project. 

@ Table Rock, on the White River, Missouri, 80 
miles long and four and a half years in the building. 
This is expected in time to be one of the best U.S. 
trout-fishing spots. 

@ Palisades Dam, largest earthfill dam ever built 
by the Bureau of Reclamation, a jewel set in beautiful 
Targhee National Forest on the Snake River, Idaho. 


A Water-Happy Country 


So water-happy is the U.S. today that new projects 
cannot be built or opened fast enough. In Florida, 
where a system of flood-control canals is being de- 
veloped from the Everglades to the headwaters of St. 
John’s River, sportsmen are complaining that boat 
ramps and fishing spots near Lake Okeechobee already 
are “congested” —and the project is not even finished. 

Water also is a factor in Florida’s latest land boom. 
Wise developers have gouged out artificial lakes, 
centered new colonies around them and capitalized 
on the appeal of “boating in your own back yard.” 

The big splash in man-made lakes has given some 
strange twists to the-nation’s recreation picture. Okla- 
homa, the old Dust Bowl] state, accounted for almost 
20 per cent of attendance at Engineers’ lakes last year. 
Land-locked Iowa bought more outboard motors than 
ocean-washed and lake-speckled Maine, and Kansas 
bought more than seacoast Delaware. 

Despite the tremendous use of the nation’s 2,800 
principal reservoirs and thousands of lesser ones, most 
were designed for purposes having little to de with 
recreation. The objectives were flood control, hydro- 
electric power, irrigation and improved river naviga- 
tion. Over the last quarter of a century, great concrete 
and earthfill structures have been built amid deserts, 
parched plains and impoverished hill country. 

Where are these lakes? The map on these pages 
introduces you to the major ones from coast to coast. 
Many smaller ones, developed by power companies, 
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industry and states, also provide for recreation. The 
big projects, incidentally, are so costly only the Federal 
Government could afford to construct them. 

In the South, the Tennessee Valley Authority's 
regional development project has transformed vast 
areas of seven states. TVA’s 30 lakes have developed 
into a first-rate tourist center with accommodations 
for 9,000 persons a night. Kentucky Lake, biggest of 
the 30, floods 184 miles across Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. Ringed around the lake are modern lodges, house- 
keeping cottages, campgrounds, more than 100 boat 
docks and four state parks. The lake has fine bathing 
beaches, tennis courts and golf courses, and fishermen 
swear by the bass catches. 

The Bureau of Reclamation operates in the West, 
with such massive projects as Hoover Dam, Grand 
Coulee and Shasta. It has 254 recreation areas, the 
biggest of them Lake Mead, a cactus-country play-

ground with a S60-mile shoreline backed up hebied 
Hoover Dam. The surrounding desert and mountains 
are’so spectacular that the area once was considered 


“as a possible national monument. Now visited by 3 


million persons a year, Lake Mead, in an area desert- 
hot by day but cool at night, is a particular favorite of 
water-skiers and hydroplaners. 

- The Engineers maintain 120 principal lakes and 
200 smaller ones across the country as flood control 
and river navigation projects. Largest and most popular 


is Lake Texoma, in the once arid, dusty Red River 


Valley between Texas and Oklahoma. Recently opened 
Texoma State Park is Oklahoma’s showplace, with 


lodge and cottages, golf course, campgrounds, boat- 


ing, water-skiing, riding and fishing. 

Since their original purpose was not recreation, 
these lakes’ have had their growing pains. Groups like 
the Izaak Walton League and the Sport Fishing Insti- 
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tute believe serious attention must be directed to 
several problems, including: 


Shoreline “blight”: Where lakeshores develop with- 
out control, they often succumb to ragged, honky-tonk 
treatment. Experts fear that unless they are zoned and 
protected, shorelines .will lose their basic natural 
attraction. 


Recreation access: Because dams usually are built 
with only a minimum of border land, the public in 
some cases is shut off from areas it has paid to con- 
struct. Additional access points would make possible 
the greater use of the lakes. 


Measure of values: Dams have been proposed for 
natural areas priceless in their own right for scenery 
or fishing purposes. In Oregon’s Rogue River Country 
and Dinosaur National Monument, such plans have 
been defeated. Today’s major concern involves pro-

posals for high dams in the Idaho mountains that might 
shut off chinook salmon from their spawning grounds. 

But today there is more emphasis on recreation 
planning before a dam is built. The U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, the National Park Service and state 
conservation agencies are getting a voice in plans for 
man-made lakes. 3 

And more dams and reservoirs are on the way. The 
Missouri River Basin project eventually will have 100 
multipurpose dams. Just beginning is the $760 million 
Colorado River project in the deserts and mountains of 
the Southwest. The mammoth construction job at 
Glen Canyon, Ariz., will create a 186-mile-long lake 
comparable to Lake Mead when completed in the 
early 1960s. And a scenic short boat trip will open 
the way to Rainbow Bridge National Monument, 
reached now only by pack trip and arduous hiking. 

These new lakes will be opened not a moment too 


soon. Fishermen alone are expected to double in num- 
ber by 1975 or 1980. The boating boom has been so 
phenomenal that it is almost impossible to gauge its 
rate of increase. 

But you need not wait to dip into the fan offered 
by man-made lakes. Among those you might consider 
for thie year’s travels are Washington's Franklin D. 
Reosevelt Lake, behind Grand Coulee Dam; Shadow 
Mountain National Recreation Area, Colo., a trout 
fisherman's paradise; Lake Ouachita, Ark., largest of 
a 100-mile chain of lakes, and Clark Hill Reservoir, 
S.C., with its hundreds of secluded coves. : 

All these offer fishing, boating, swimming, lake- 
front camping and virtually any other water sport you 
can name. But be sure to study your map before you 
start on your vacation. At the rate man-made lakes 
are being added, there may be a brand new one right 
on your course. gS
